WASHINGTON, March 23—-The 
Senate subcommittee, which has 
before it the nomination of Com- 
modore James K,. Vardaman to 
membership on the board of gov- 
ernors of the Federal Reserve 
System, is expected to conclude 
the taking of testimony Tuesday 
after Vardaman has again taken 
the stand and has presented sev- 
eral additional witnesses in his 
behalf. The hearing was in fre- 


cess today. 

The subcommittee yesterday in- 
dicated that it would not expect 
to spend much more than an- 
other day in taking testimony on 
Vardaman’s fitness for the $15,000- 
a-year position. A member of the 
committee said a report would 
be made to the Senate Banking 
Committee, which is very busy, 
and the nomination may not go 
to the floor of the Senate before 
the end of next week. 

A principal witness Monday will 
be Frank E. Williams, attorney 
for Frank O. Bittner, whose testi- 
mony will be designed to refute 
charges of two former employes 
of the old Vardaman Shoe Co. 
that coercion was employed to 
obtain affidavits presented to the 
committee by Bittner. The charges 
were made in testimony before 
the committee by Paul de Coster, 
former comptroller for the shoe 
company, and Samuel Reyburn, 
who was factory manager. 

The authenticity of two affida- 
vits has been challenged by Rey- 
burn and de Coster, who testi- 
fied that the signatures shown 
in the photostatic copies were 
not in their handwriting. The 
documents amplified earlier affi- 
davits given by these men. The 
effect of the affidavits is to 
attribute to Vardaman responsi- 
bility for padding the inventory 
of the shoe firm shortly before 
he sold to Bittner 9375 shares 
of stock in the company. Less 
than a month after the stock 
sale the firm went into bank- 
ruptcy. 

Reyburn and De Coster have 
acknowledged their signatures to 
four other affidavits, but they 
have insisted these four were not 
truthful and that they signed 
them on Bittner’s demand, and 
feared they would lose their jobs 
if they refused. 

Members of the subcommittee 
have laid stress on the testimony 
of De Coster that he signed an 
affidavit in Williams’ office only

Man Who Led G. M. 
Strike Announces Can- 
didacy to Succeed R. J. 

-Thomas—Latter Calls 
Truman ‘Spineless.’

23 — The _ threatening political 
storm over the ClO-United Auto 
Workers broke with full fury to- 
day as the union opened its tenth 

annual convention, 
These were the major develop- 
ments: 

Walter P. Reuther, fiery UAW 
vice president, who directed the 
recent General Motors strike, 
announced his candidacy for the 
union presidency, held for six 
years by R. J. Thomas. He told 
a cheering crowd of 1000 tonight 
at a caucus that Thomas had 
shown “irresponsibility border- 
ing on treason.” The caucus was 
marked by pro-Reuther state- 
ments by members of Thomas's 
own home local. 


Thomas, in the keynote ad- 
dress to the convention this 
atfernoon, charged President 
Truman with “weak and spine- 
less” leadership and declared, 
“We must depend more and 
more on our own power—if the 
major political parties are not 
in agreement, we will find in- 
dependent candidates,” 

Thomas attacked in his 
speech tactics of heads of the 
rival American Federation of 
Labor. He accused the AFL 
of attempting to raid the UAW 
by boring from within and 
seemed to imply that Reuther 
might be trying to lead the 
UWA into the AFI, - 
Charges “Political” Decision. 
Reuther, 38 years old, opening 
his candidacy with a bitter attack 
on Thomas, accused hig chief of 
making “political decisions on 
purely union matters.” He charged 
that early this month that 
Thomas had hurt the cause of 
General Motors strikers by telling 
a meeting that Reuther was carry- 
ing on the strike for political rea- 
sons. That statement, Reuther as- 
serted, was “irresponsibility bor- 
deting on treason.” 


Replying to Thomas's afternoon 
speech, in which he cited money 
given to the General Motors strike 
fund by David Dubinsky, AFL 
vice president, Reuther said that 
Dubinsky’s union, the Internation- 
al Ladies’ Garment Workers, had 
given $86,000 to the strike fund. 
It was money raised by a united 
labo committee including James 
Carey, Allan Haywood and other 
CIO leaders, Reuther asserted. 


He charged Thomas with resort- 
ing to the “height of stupidity” in 
insinuating that Reuther might be 
trying to lead the Auto Workers 
into the AFL. “But when you are 
desperately trying to hang onto a 
swivel chair, you will use any- 
thing,” he added. 

“Thomas has deliberately and 
consciously driven a wedge be- 
tween myself and certain other 
leaders every time we tried to 
work,” Reuther continued. “He 
has kept his job by keeping the 
union divided.

The War Department suggested 
concentration on such staples as 
potatoes, corn, beans and toma- 
toes. Crops will be consumed by 
the Army, and not sold to civilians.

RUTHER ASSAILS' 


TERRAN PREMIER 
SAYS FilS NATION 
AND MOSCOW CAN 
SETTLE DISPUTE 


Asserts Envoy’s Com- 
plaint to United Na- 
tions Was Unauthor- 
ized, Calls Azerbaijan 
a Minor Issue.

TEHRAN, March 23 (AP)—Pre- 
mier Ahmed Qavam declared to- 
day he was “sure a satisfactory 
solution, one way or another, will 
be found” to Iran's dispute with 
Soviet Russia, but added that 


evacuation of Russian troops re- 
mains the “fundamental problem” 
to be settled. 

He asserted that a letter sent to 
United Nations Secretary General 
Trygve Lie by Hussien Ala, Iran- 
ian ambassador to the United 
States, was “unauthorized.” He 
said he had sent a telegram to Ala 
instructing him “to avoid any 
statements or action contrary to 
diplomatic ethics and likely to 
lead to further misunderstand- 
ings.” 

Refers to Meeting. 

Referring to the Security Coun- 
cil meeting scheduled to open in 
New York Monday with the Iran- 
ian-Soviet dispute the prime issue, 
Qavam told a press conference: 

“It makes no difference if the 
council meets now or in 15 days. 
If by the time it does meet we 
have not solved the fundamental 
problem of evacuation by other 
means, then our case, under Se- 
curity Council regulations, is to be 
included on that organization's 
agenda,” 

He denied reports that new Rus- 
sian troops had entered Iran since 
March 2, but said, “The question 
is that the Russian troops are 
here. They should go.” 

The premier said the Azerbaijan 
problem, which he termed “rela- 
tively unimportant,” might be def- 
initely settled by negotiations “as 
soon as the Soviet troops evacu- 
ate.” An autonomous government 
has been set up in Azerbaijan, 
northwest Iranian province which 
adjoins Russia, Azerbaijan is part 
of the area in Iran which was oc- 
cupied by Soviet troops. 

Tells of Message. 

Qavam termed continued pres- 
ence of Russian troops in Iran 
“contrary to the constitutional law 
of our country,” but added: 

“However, in view of the fact 
that the Persian people generally 
and myself personally attach the 
utmost importance to Soviet 
friendship, I have given instruc- 
tions to our representative in the 
United States that while carrying 
out his duty as provided and 
agreed to at the Security Council 
meeting in London, he must avoid 
actions contrary to diplomatic 
ethics and likely to lead to further 
misunderstandings.” 

He pointed out that all parties, 
including the Russian delegate to 
the London meeting, had agreed 
to direct negotiations between 
Iran and Russia with the under- 
standing that results of the ne- 
gotiations would be reported to 
the Council. 

He said he had asked Ala to 
present a report of the negotia- 
tions to the New York meeting. 

Meanwhile army officers here 
said that Kurdish attacks on 
Iranian garrisons in northern 
Kurdistan have apparently been 
called off for the duration of the 
Noruz (new year holidays). Au- 
thorities on Kurdish customs said 
the tribesmen hold a 14-day feast 
in celebration of the new year. 

“While the feast is on they cer- 
tainly would cease any military 
action, and they might even ask 
Iranian troops to come over and 
join them in their feasting,” one 
long-time American resident of 
the area said.

Winant will become American 
representative on the United Na- 
tions Economic and Social Coun- 
cil, the White House said, 

Presidential Secretary Charles 
G. Ross told reporters that King 
George of England already has 
advised this government of the ac- 
ceptability of Harriman, a multi- 
millionaire and government pinch- 
hitter since the early days of the 
New Deal. 

Ross said the nomination of 
Harriman will go Monday to the 
Senate, 

Winant, former governor of 
New Hampshire and former chair- 
man of the Social Security Board, 
recently returned from London. 
Ross announced his resignation as 
ambassador. The shift in assign- 
ments for Winant was not unex- 
pected. 

Harriman, 55 years old, resigned 
his Moscow position Feb. 14, the 
day of his return to Washington 
by way of the Far East. En route 
home, he performed missions at 
Tokyo and in Korea which he de-

Harriman, the son of E. H, Har- 
riman, railroad builder and capi- 
talist, came to Washington as a 
deputy director of the National 
Recovery Administration in 1943. 
The late President Roosevelt sent 
him to London in 1941 as an ex- 
pediter of American war aid to 
Britain’ He became ambassador 
to Russia in 1941.

MONTREAL, March 23 (AP)— 
Soviet agents were on the trail of 
Canada's atomic energy secrets at 


least five months before the world 
first heard of the atomic bomb 
last August, according to evidence 
submitted by the Government at 
a hearing “here today. 

Special Prosecutor F. Philippe 
Brais submitted for the first time 
documents purportedly stolen from 
the Soviet embassy in Ottawa, 
documents which form the back- 
bone of the Government's case 
against its employes and others 
accused of conspiring to give Rus- 
fin scientific and other wartime 
secrets to the detriment of the 
safety of their own country. 

According to these documents: 

1. Soviet agents as early as 
March 28, 1945, knew of Canada’s 
work on atomic energy and were 
instructing their Canadian co-op- 
erators to report on it. 

2. Canadian members of the es- 
pionage network accepted money 
for their services. 

3. The Canadians were given 
orders through the Soviet em- 
bassy in Ottawa to get specific 
Information on certain phases of 
Canada’s secret research as well 
as to supply general information. 
Among the Inventions sought was 
“a adar device for use in the 
Pacific,” and a new explosive pro- 
pellant in which “the Americans 
©. said to be very interested.” 

Russians Paid Cab Fares. 

Many of the meetings between 
the Soviet ax ents and the Cana- 
dians were held at night on street 
corners in Ottawa, the Canadian 
capital, with the Russians paying 
taxicab fares for those who lived 
far away. The Canadians were 
instructed specifically not to take 
the cabs all the way to the ren- 
dezvous, 

5. The Russians ordered and 
had printed in a Government pub- 
lication an article on “the conflict 
between parties” in last summer's 
Dominion general election, 

6. “The director,” heretofore 
identified only in this way, the 
guiding hand in Moscow of the 
spy operations here, was “the 
chief of the first intelligence head- 
quarters” in the Soviet capital. 

7. Fred Rose, Communist mem- 
ber of Parliament accused as a 
cor: -irator and the man directly 
concerned in today’s hearing, “ot- 
tained data from conversations 
with officers on the western 
front.” 

8. Moscow was directly inter- 
ested in the success of Communist 
Canadians in Canadian elections, 
running on the ticket of the Labor- 
Progressive party.

If the transition of administra- 
tion of executive departments 
from. the old 80 departments to 
the new 14 required by the Con- 
stitution by July 1 is to be ac- 
complished without serious dis- 
ruption in service all of the bills 
must be passed in the next week.

So far, in the more than a yearin 
which legislation has been marked 
by procrastination and the play- 
ing of small politics, only two of | 
the new departments have been 
completed, those of tne Secretary 
of State and Education, 

While # is probable that the 
legislation will be completed be- 
fore July 1, when under the 
Constitution the new departments 
must come into being, there is a 
possibility that some of it will not 
be. Even if it is enacted in May 
or June there will not be the time 
to organize the departments for 
efficient functioning. 

One of the more important of 
the new departments—in fact, the 
one of greatest importance in 
many respects—the Department of 
Revenue, is caught in a deadlock 
due almost solely to the personal , 
political interests or State Audi- 
tor Forrest Smith. 

The Senate passed the bill in 
a form agreeable to Smith, who 
sought to retain many of the 
powers he had befwre the adop- 
tion of the Constitution a year 
aro. The House amended the bill 
to bring it in line with the Con- 
stitution and in strict conformity 
with the constitutional] provisions | 
limi.ing the State Auditor to 
purely auditing duties | 

Under the leadership of Repre- 
sentative Roy Hamlin of Hanni- 
bal, Democratie floor leader, the 
Democrats in the House, with two 
exceptions, rallied behind Smith 
and defeated the bill as it had 
been amended. The attitude was 
that tyere would be no Revenue 
Department unless Smith's wishes 
were acceded to. Undoubtedly the 
House will reconsider its action 
with a larger Republican member- 
ship present one day next week 
and will pass the bill, 

When passed by the House, how- 
ever, it must go back to the Sen- 
ate for concurrence in the House 
amendments. Smith had sufficient 
strength in the Senate when the 
bill was first considered there to 
get much that he wanted. It 
might be possible for his support- 
ers to prevent acceptance of the 
House amendments. If so, the fate 
of the bill is uncertain. 

Meantime, the House Committee 
on Miscellaneous Provisions, dom- 
inated by Speaker Howard Elliott, 
is deferring action on the bill set- | 
ting up the duties of the State’ 
Auditor, the provisions of that | 
bill and the Revenue bill dovetail- 
ing in many respects. The com- 
mittee may hold the Auditor bill 
until the Revenue bill is disposed 
of,

“Fhe aftermath of the war,” he 
told the diners, “has brought new 
and pressing problems.

Cut in Wheat Sought, 

Between now and July 1, he 
said, it is planned to increase 
wheat export for the first six 
months of this year to 225,000,000 
bushels.

“There is no way to get the 
necessary wheat except for us to 
cut down our use of bread, flour 
and pastry,” Davis said.

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EVALUATING STUDENTS 
BY CREDITS ASSAILED 


Dr. A.G. Grace Calls System 
Arbitrary Measure of Educa- 
tional Maturity. 


Evaluation of the educational 
maturity of veterans attending col- 
lege and of other students through 
arbitrary bookkeeping of credits 
and class hours was denounced 
yesterday by Dr. Alonzo G. Grace, 
state commissioner of education 
for Connecticut, at a luncheon 
meeting at Hotel Statler. 

The occasion was the closing 
meeting of the Association for Su- 
pervision and Curriculum Develop- 
ment of the National Education 
Association, whose three-day con- 
ference here attracted about 500 
educators from virtually every 
state, 

Dr. Grace, who is making a 
study of veterans’ education for 
the American Education Council, 
Washington, D. C., spoke under 
the auspices of the Adult Educa- 
tion Council of Greater St. Louis. 

He cautioned against wholesale 
adoption of training aids, such as 
sound motion pictures and auto- 
matic rating machines, unless the 
devices were adapted to long- 
range objectives of the teaching 
program, 

Speaking at the Downtown 
Y.M.C.A. yesterday, Dr. Grace 
warned that spurious educational 
institutions soon will defraud vet- 
erans of federal tuition money un- 
less state departments of educa- 
tion exercise constant supervision, 
He urged that each state set up 
professional criteria for evaluat- 
ing the institutions that will spring 
up as established colleges for vet- 
erans, 

In a panel discussion of a cur- 

riculum built upon. children’s 
needs, considerable support was 
advanced for the “self-regulating” 
theory of education by Dr. Willard 
Olson of the University of Michi- 
gan. 
The theory, based upon the nat- 
ural role of he human being as 
a learner, operates on the assump- 
tion that if a wide enough selec- 
tion of material is placed before 
the student, he will choose that 
portién which he as an individual 
wants and needs. An analogy was 
drawn between this theory and 
the experience of dietitians who 
found that when people are given 
a wide variety of food, they al- 
Ways achieve a balanced diet 
without instruction. 

Other participants in the dis- 
cussion were Miss Ruth Cunning- 
ham and L. T. Hopkins, both of 
Teachers’ College, Columbia Uni- 
versity, Miss Viola Theman, North- 
western University, and Miss 
Mary Dabney Davis, United States 
Office of Education, 

In earlier discussion, Miss Roma 
Gans, professor of. education at 
Columbia University’s Teachers’ 
College, warned against schools 
evading their responsibility for 
educating their pupils for world 
peace by continuing to operate on 
outmoded political and social con- 
cepts. 

Dr. Bess Goodykoontz, of the 
United States Office of Education, 
assumed the duties of .president 
of the association to which she 
was elected by the executive com- 
mittee prior te the convention. 
She succeeds Dr. H. L. Caswell 
of Teachers’ College, Columbia 
University.

NEW HEAVY STORM MOVES 
TOWARD CARRIER MIDWAY 


ABOARD THE U.S.S. MIDWAY 
IN THE NORTH ATLANTIC, 
March 23 (AP)—A storm worse 
than the one that battered this 
aircraft carried in the Labrador 
Sea several days ago was moving 
toward the Midway today from 
the south. 

A wind that already had reached 
57 knots (about 62 miles an hour) 
was screaming through the parked 
aircraft on, the deck as handling 
crews were struggling to secure 
the planes and keep their feet at 
the same time. 

Lt. Walter Scott Hassell of San 
Francisco, ship aerologist, said a 
sea of 20 feet or more might 
be expected, with wind velocities 
of 60 knots or more. 

Steel decks were warped and 
steel bulkhead bracings were 
buckled in the first storm, which 
occured while the Midway was 
conducting tests in  sub-Arctic 
waters. The Midway’s present po- 
sition is 310 miles northeast of 
St. Johns, Newfoundland.

PTIOT FAS TO PROVE 
CLAIM; CROWD JEERS 


Paris Physician Had Asserted 
He Was ‘Letter Box’ for 
Spanish Loyalists. 


PARIS, March 23 (UP) — Dr. 
Marcel Petiot, the physician 
charged with operating a “murder 
clinic” in the Rue Lesueur, today 
failed under the derisive laughter 
of spectators to prove his claim 
that he acted as a “letter box” 
for Spanish Loyalist groups. 

Petiot who is 
committing 27 murders during the 
German occupation was trying to 
bolster his assertion that he oper- 
ated a legitimate resistance group 
known as “Flytox.” 

Police Inspector Roland Bascou 
told the court that he had ques- 
tioned 90 Spaniards belonging to a 
resistance group with headquar- 
ters in the Lavallois suburb of 
Paris and that none of them had 
ever heard of Petiot until he was 
arrested. 

Petiot leaped to his feet in ex- 
citement at Bascou’s statement. 

“Did Gonzalez (referring to one 
of the Spaniards) deny that If 
worked for him?” he shouted, 

“Yes,” said Bascou calmly. 

“Well,” sputtered the doctor, “if 
his statement contradicts mine he

OPA TO SUSPEND 
CONTROL ON MANY 
DURABLE ARTICLES 


WASHINGTON, March 23 (UP) 
—Suspension of price control on 
hundreds of consumer durable 
items, not including automobiles, 
is being prepared by the Office of 
Price Administration, it was 
learned today. 

An OPA official in the pricing 
branch said the items were being 
so selected that “no substantial 
impact on the ordinary budget” 
would result. Announcement of 


the program is expected within a 
week, 

The official said that no wide- 
scale removal of controls for food 
items was planned, although the 
agency would continue to remove 
ceilings from individual foods as 
the situation warranted. Price 
ceilings have not been lifted on 
any major fo6d items thus far. 

Under the new plan, the OPA 
will draw up a list of items which 
it considers essential to hold un- 
der price control. After the list 
is announced, the OPA official 
said, controls over other items 
will be suspended automatically. 
The official emphasized that price 
controls could be resumed immedi- 
ately if it developed that prices 
were getting out of hand.

This writer has visited only the 
American zone and the common 
administrative territory of Berlin. 
He has not had the opportunity 
to study anything like the full de- 
tails of the American, still less of 
the Allied military government 
To master the complications in- 
volved would take months of in- 
tensive travel and study. Yet from 
some observations, lengthy ques- 
tioning of top American officials 
and endless discussions with 
American newspaper men on the 
spot, he has reached certain con- 
clusions. 

What are these? Well, first, the 
American administrators, both | 
military and civilian, fee] that 
their zone stands comparison with 
other zones in all respects.

Seaboard and the ICC 


The Seaboard Air Line, with a record of 11 
collisions in which 15 persons have been killed 
and 271 injured in recent years, is trying to talk 
itself out of an Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion order requiring it to show cause why it 
should not be compelled to install automatic 
block signal systems on all its tracks traversed 
by trains traveling 50 miles an hour or faster. 

The railroad wants to install block signals on 
only a few miles of line and let it go at that. 
We hope the ICC will hold its feet to the fire. 
Some types of accidents are unavoidable, but 
collisions are inexcusable, and can easily be pre- 
vented. With rare exceptions, they come about 
solely because railroads are too stingy to install 
the automatic safety devices that will prevent 
them. 

The automatic block signal is an elementary 
safety device which has been on the market 
more than 50 years. When supplemented with 
automatic train control, which enforces the sig- 
nal’s command in the event of human error, it 
completely prevents collisions. Yet the Sea- 
board Air Line lacks automatic block signal pro- 
tection on nearly half of its trackage, 1373 miles. 

The worst of the 11 recent accidents that have 
resulted from carrying over an antiquated “safe- 
ty” system into the day of high-speed trains oc- 
curred last Dec. 16 at Kollocks, S. C. ‘ Twenty- 
three trains a day were moving over the stretch 
of line involved, some of them at speeds of 70 
miles an hour, yet the lives of passengers were 
not protected by any of the modern safety de- 
vices. The “safety” device in use was the man- 
ual block system, which was obsolete in the 
Gay Nineties. » 

The northbound crack passenger train Sun 
Queen was ordered onto a siding at Kollocks to 
let the southbound Silver Meteor pass. It ar- 
rived 10 minutes late. The crews of both trains 
had been instructed that the Silver Meteor was 
to stop before reaching the siding unless the 
Sun Queen was clear of the main track. The 
conductor of the Silver Meteor said he told 
the porter to give the flagman a copy of the 
orders, but the flagman did not receive it. The 
flagman consequently allowed the train to en- 
ter the block in which the Sun Queen was mov- 
ing onto the siding, although no other train 
should have been permitted. in the block until 
the track was clear. The Silver Meteor plowed 
into the rear coaches of the Sun Queen, killing 
six persons and injuring more than 60. 

Both trains, to begin with, should have been 
equipped with intra-train radio. The conductor 
of the Silver Meteor could then have instructed 
the flagman himself, and received an acknowl- 
edgment, so that he could be sure the order was 
understood. It is one of the most fatal and most 
intolerable weaknesses of railroad practice that 
orders of life-and-death importance are issued 
without any check-up to find out whether they 
were ever received. 

Both of the Seaboard’s trains at Kollocks 
should have been protected by automatic block 
signal and automatic train control. The engi- 
neer of the Silver Meteor would then have been 
warned by a visual signal not to enter the occu- 
pied block. If he had not-:seen the signal, the 
automatic train control would have taken mat- 
ters out of his hand and stopped his train for 
him, 

The Seaboard Air Line, in objecting to in- 
stalling automatic block signals on all its track 
that lacks the protection, complains that it would 
cost $10,000,000. The railroad does not say how 
much it will cost not to install the protection— 
how much in terms of lives and injury. Neither 
does the railroad mention that in two recent 
years its net operating income totaled more than 
$62,000,000. 

Railroads will do no good for themselves by 
continuing to resist the installation of modern 
safety devices. Some of these devices are so 
basic to the safe transportation of passengers 
that, after a reasonable length of time has been 
allowed for their adoption, no railroad should 
be allowed to carry passengers without them. 

The ICC has the authority and the obligation 
to the public to compel Seaboard to operate 
safely if Seaboard will not operate safely of its 
own accord. Traditionally, the commission has 
made only the most perfunctory effort to dis- 
charge this obligation. In the present case, 
seven of the 11 collisions on the Seaboard oc- 
curred on stretches of track on which the ICC 
had already recommended the installation of an 
adequate block signal system and its recommen- 
dations had been ignored. 

Ignoring the commission’s recommendations 
has been a common practice among the rail- 
roads. The commission shows some signs now 
that it means to win respect even if it takes 
firmness to do so. May the signs read aright!

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Niemoeller’s Peniten 


There is better hope today for re-edtcation of 
the German people to the ways of peace, since 
the Rev. Martin Niemoeller has announced his 
own penitence for failing to protest against the 
first Nazi excesses, and has called on all Ger- 
mans to share the “mountain of guilt” for the 
war, instead of attributing it entirely to the party 
leaders and other war criminals. 

It is a matter of record that Niemoeller him- 
self did not oppose Hitler until 1935, when the 
church came under Nazi attack. He took a bold 
stand then, spent eight years in prison as a re- 
sult and was widely hailed abroad as an anti- 
Nazi, but he was still parroting Hitler philosophy 
when liberated last June. Now he confesses the 
error of his course, and says his conscience is 
troubled because he did not protest in 1933, 
when Hitler began his repressions. 

Niemoeller has learned at last that an attack 
upon the liberty of any group in a country en- 
dangers -the liberty of all; that a man of honor- 
able principles must defend his neighbor’s rights, 
no matter what the politics or faith of that neigh- 
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bor, and not wait until his own rights are at- 
tacked. If Niemoeller will now repeat his con- 
fession and his counsel over the length and 
breadth of Germany, he can use his considerable 
influence for the cause of building a peaceful 
world. 
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Weak Champion for Free Radio

In a new attack on the Federal 
Communications Commission, the eleventh dis- 
trict NAB complains of an FCC invasion of free 
speech, and states that radio has its own proper 
standards for self-regulation. That is a mighty 
charge ending in full flop. 

The FCC’s new report does not propose an 
attack on the Bill of Rights or censorship of 
radio programs. It proposes that the FCC will 
inspect general types of programs, to see if 
broadcasters carry out their. promise to serve 
their communities, to air public issues and to 
hold advertising within bounds of service and 
good taste. While this is largely an invitation 
to radio for self-regulation, still the FCC can- 
not abdicate its trust from Congress to see that 
radio performs in the public interest. 

When the NAB speaks of radio’s self-regula- 
tion, presumably it means the NAB code. What 
does the code amount to? It is highly generous 
in allowances for advertising time in radio pro- 
grams, yet when the FCC surveyed one group 
of stations, it found “frequent examples of ad- 
vertising in excess of the NAB standards” on 
all four networks and all the stations. 

The NAB code is a generalized statement of 
good intentions, and is the more agreeable to 
radio because it cannot be enforced. The code 
amounts to non-regulation, not self-regulation. 
As the self-dubbed knight of free radio, the 
NAB is fencing with a butter knife.

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Cotton Elmer Again 


Elmer Thomas, Oklahoma’s gift to the Senate 
Agriculture Committee, is now resolved to unite 
members from the cotton, corn and wheat belts 
to bury OPA on June 30. Meanwhile, by Gad, 
he means to thwart OPA’s intention to curb 
cotton market inflation. For OPA, that alien 
institution, has now committed lese majeste 
against King Cotton, whose worshipful minister 
Cotton Elmer is. 

No doubt it is a further act of lese majeste 
to recall that Cotton Elmer’s holy horror at such 
Government meddling is not of very ancient 
standing. Nay, Cotton Elmer has been busy all 
these years contriving deeper meddlings to jack 
up the price of cotton, and is even now pre- 
occupied with that enterprise. Like those in- 
dustrialists who detest Government meddling in 
free enterprise and then vote at every chance 
for higher tariffs, Cotton Elmer loves dictatorial 
floors and despises the ceilings which complete 
the house. 

Since there is no hope of weaning Cotton EIl- 
mer from his own demagogy, the question is 
whether the farmers will follow him. It should 
be pretty clear that they cannot hope to run 
ahead of the pack in a breakneck inflation; they 
could not keep up with industrial wages, prices, 
profits, or with profits from cotton-market spec- 
ulation. An instructive experience between 1929 
and 1933 shows, too, that the crash at the end 
of the boom injures farm income much worse 
than it does industrial earnings and wage rates. 

Great multitudes of farmers, in fact, must 
know that Cotton Elmer is just talking disas- 
trous mischief again—more such mischief as his 
appeal to make tax-paying easier by pushing up 
prices, depreciating the dollar and thereby swin- 
dling away a part of every pension, war bond 
and insurance benefit. It is just another case 
of the best kind of argument in support of OPA 
being the kind of enemies it attracts. 
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Extend the Draft Act 


Cabinet and top Army officers Friday told 
Congressmen why a peacetime draft must be 
continued for some time. Two committees were 
given the reasons—some of them delivered in 
secret sessions. But the Associated Press re- 
ports the final result was “mixed reaction” with 
no clear cut agreement on how long the Draft 
Act should be extended. 

This vital measure expires May 15. With the 
world in its present unsettled state, how can 
anyone fail to see the necessity for renewing it? 
It simply must be continued until some adequate 
substitute is developed. And the fatuous pro- 
posal for a mere six-week extension, favored by 
some Congressmen, is too silly for consideration. 
Secretary Patterson’s proposal for a one-year 
extension is a wise one. 

This is no time for the United States to be- 
come a military Rip Van Winkle. The United 
Nations Organization has yet to meet its first 
test. It will need strong sinews to back it up 
during its infancy. Furthermore, in justice to 
the troops now doing occupation duty in Europe 
and Asia, the Draft Act is necessary as a means 
of providing replacements. 

In short, there are numerous good reasons for 
continuing the Draft Act but not one for dis- 
continuing it.

The control of atomic energy affects the 
future safety of every citizen of the United 
States, American atomic policy must, 
therefore, be kept under the control of the 
people of this country through their duly 
elected public servants.

The Atom As Force for Peace 


Said Senator McMahon: “We should now 
give notice to the world that we regard 
atomic energy as a force for peace by 
handing its control over to a civilian 
agency.” 


Said Gen. Groves, referring to the forth- 
coming atomic bomb tests in the Pacific: 
“There has been too much discussion al- 
ready. That's what concerns me. I'd like 
to see the press locked up on the press 
ship, taken out to a certain point, write 
what they can see of the explosion, and 
then send them back home.” 


“And then you would see an explosion,” 
a reporter told him, 


The General should not have to wait so 
long to see that explosion. It is, indeed, 
high time that the press and the people 
of this country started asking a few ques- 
tions of and about Maj, Gen. Groves. 


Why, for example, did the General try 
to frighten the country by complaining 
about “leakage” of atomic secrets just at 
the time of the disclosure of Soviet es- 
pionage activities in Canada? These state- 
ments have been branded as “completely 
false” by the Association of Oak Ridge 
Scientists, and characterized as an attempt 
to obstruct passage of the McMahon Dill 
for civilian control of atomic energy in 
favor of the May-Johnson bill, which would 
provide for military control. 


Bill for Dictatorial Power 


This bill is indeed so worded as to place 
dictatorial powers over atomic energy in 
the hands of a single administrator who 
could not even be removed by the Presi- 
dent of the United States. There is good 
reason to suspect that this job of “atomic 
ezar” could, in the minds of many propo- 
nents of the May-Johnson bill, be most ap- 


SI 


propriately filled by none other than Maj. 
Gen. Leslie R. Groves. 


It might be well for the people of this 
country to stop, look and listen before they 
entrust their lives and the lives and future 
of their children to one man over whom 
they will have no control and who could, 
under the terms of the May-Johnson bill, 
find ample authority to throw any citizen 
who protested against his acts into the 
penitentiary for a long terms of years— 
that is, if the protest were at all specific, 
and could be construed as “violating se- 
curity.” 

It might be well to ask why it is that 
virtually every scientist of any reputation 
who has worked on the atomic projects 
regards Gen. Groves with so much sus- 
picion and distrust. It might be well to 
ask with what bogeys Gen. Groves so 
frightened the members of Senator McMa- 
hon’s committee during his recent testi- 
mony in executive session (after the Cana- 
dian disclosures) that scientists who are 
in close touch with what is going on in 
Washington have now swung from op- 
timism to pessimism over the prospects of 
a favorable report on the McMahon bill, 


McMahon's Vigorous Appeal 


It might be well to ask why Senator Mc- 
Mahon himself found it hecessary to make 
so vigorous an appeal to the public to re- 
member the essential] principle of our Gov- 
ernment, the control of the military by the 
civil power, and to beg that it be not de- 
parted from in a matter of such vital con- 
sequence as the control of atomic energy, 


It might be well to recall that in every 
country where the military have gained 
independence of civilian control, that in- 
dependence has been misused. It might 
be well to ask why, when Gen. Groves so 
plainly has no confidence in the people of 
this country, the people of this country 
should have such unbounded confidence 
in Gen. Groves as he seems to demand? 

There has been too much discussion al- 
ready, says the General. That's what con- 
cerns him, he tells us. There should be 
more discussion, a great deal more, and a 
lot of it should be about Gen. Groves and 
what makes him tick, and why. 


It is our lives you are playing with, Gen- 
eral. It is our country’s future. And we'd 
like, if you have no objection, to continue 
to have these affairs of ours controlled 
under the arrangements we have found 
satisfactory for the past century and a 
half—the arrangements set down in the 
Constitution of the United States.

A Model Book of Memoirs 
By British Poet Sassoon 


‘‘Slegfried’s Journey, 1916-20," by Slegfried Sassoon. 
(Viking Press, New York.) 


This book is a joy and a delight. It is 
all that a book of memoirs ought to be. 
Subsequent writers of memoirs will have 
to turn to Siegfried Sassoon for their 
model, but there is every possibility that 
they will turn away in despair. 

The gay, self-deprecating, introspective 
charm of Mr. Sassoon is beyond emulation. 
So, too, is the style—lucent, firm and 
graceful, To which facts add Mr. Sassoon's 
unusually wide acquaintance among the 
great men of his generatioh, and one sees 
at once why we have here the perfection 
of memoir-writing. 

There is so much richness here that this 
reader would feel greedy not to invite all 
comers to share the feast. First, there is 
the insight one gets into the motivation of 
the young British poet, army officer and 
pacifist of the First World War. There is 
a brilliant personal portrait of Winston 
Churchill, orating to the young pacifist on 
the nobility of war: “It was the sponta- 
neous generation of a speech which would 
probably be fully reported in the press be- 
fore I was many weeks older.”

There is Philip Snowden at the lowest 
point of his distinguished career. There 
is a finely sensitive depiction of Wilfred 
Owen, the young poet of the same genera- 
tion, who was to be killed in action a few 
days before the armistice. There is Thomas 
Hardy, in all the humility of true great- 
ness; and Robert Bridges, the Poet Lau- 
reate, in an irascible frame of mind; and 
Wilfred Scawen Blunt, the Victorian poet, 
an old and dying man; and Noel Coward 
as a brash and imperceptive youngster; 
and the fantastically orchidaceous novelist, 
Ronald Firbank. 

Among less well-known personages are 
Robert Ross, the art critic, whom, as “Rob- 
bie,” one comes to love nearly as Sassoon 
loves him; and a titled woman with the 
delightfully British name of Lady Ottoline 
Morrell. And there is a memorable bit 
about one of Sassoon’s fox-hunting friends, 
shying nervously away from a cubist paint- 
ing owned by Osbert Sitwell.

A lecture tour to America rounds off the 
book. Carl Sandburg we meet as a news- 
paper man, characterized by shirt-sleeves, 
hat, friendly pipe and ungrammatical con- 
versation. We see Robert Frost, too, and 
Sassoon gives a very fine critical compari- 
son of the work of the two poets. 8S, N. 
Behrman, then a young journalist, now a 
successful playwright, makes his lively way 
through the last pages. 

Names, so often mere names in history 
books and literary histories, become indi- 
viduals in this book—persons imbued with 
life’s zest. Let your biographical diction- 
aries gather dust for a few days. Such 
books as this seldom happen.

In Europe, the skimpy diets, 
mainly bread and potatoes, that 
kept people lean but alive through 
the winter are being cut. sstill 
farther, largely because of a 
world wheat shortage. 


Disrupted distribution channels 
contribute to hunger in many 
eéctions. 


Planting is getting under way 
in warming southern Europe, 
spurred on by every government, 
but the harvest prospect does not 
help now, and even in the plant- 
ing there are many obstacles, 


Seed—for potatoes, grain and 
vegetables—is scarce. The United 
States has shipped seed to many 
countries, including a large con- 
signment to Germany. Russian- 
occupied Saxony has sent seed 
into the western zones of Ger- 
many. Denmark and the Low 
Countries are sharing vegetable 
and potato seed surpluses with 
their neighbors. 


Much land produces poorly, and 
fertilizer is sca®ce. Many fields, 
particularly in France, Germany, 
the Low Countries, Poland and 
Austria, are scarred by war and 
difficult or impossible to cultivate. 
Farm machinery and draft ani- 
mals are scarce, throwing a 
heavier burden of work on the 
underfed people. 

The Emergency Economic Coun- 
cil for Europe—an advisory board 
for 11 western European nations— 
has been called to meet next 
month in London. It is expected 
to recommend two general courses 
—reduction of livestock to free 
more grain for human use, and 
increased grain sowings. 

In India, famine conditions exist 
{n several large cities, and the 
Government has taken over the 
feeding job.

EUROPE. 

Germany—British officials pre- 
dict widespread starvation § in 
western cities. The Bavarian Red 
Cross reports one-fourth of dis- 
placed children have tuberculosis 
and more than half are suffering 
with rickets and measles. About 
half those with measles die, it 
said, 

In British and French zones, 
basic rations have been cut by 
about one-third. Russian and 
American zones are better off, but 
United States authorities say they 
can maintain a 1500 calorie diet 
for only another month, and the 
Russians are beginning to run 
behind. 

British authorities are consider- 
ing cutting to the starvation level 
of 750 calories—about the same as 
the Germans provided inmates of 
the Belsen concentration camp.

Czechoslovakia — Stocks inade- 
quate, especially fats. Lack of oil 
seeds threatens margarine indus- 
try with complete shutdown. 
UNRRA has shipped trainloads of 
canned meats, fats and canned and 
dried milk. Crop prospects are 
mixed, There are plenty of seed 
potatoes, and some may be sent to 
Austria. Rains delayed spring 
farming and deportation of Ger- 
mans and Hungarians caused a 
labor shortage. Machinery and 
fuel needed. Wheat seed is scarce. 
Some fertilizer and farm machin- 
ery have been supplied . by 
UNRRA, 

Poland—Only great imports pre- 
vented starvation during winter. 
Meat and cereals short in the 
countryside, although the cities 
seem in fair position. Lack of 
transport prevents even distribu- 
tion. UNRRA shipments of 515,- 
000 tons last year, plus direct aid 
from England, Scandinavia and 
Russia, kept the country alive on 
a meager diet. UNRRA plans to 
ship a million tons this year. Ex- 
perts believe Poland can _ raise 
enough to carry through next win- 
ter if it can get seed, horses and 
tractors—but so far only a small 
part of these necessities are on 
hand. 


Finland—Living mainly on im- 
ported grain. Meat, fats and sugar 
almost impossible to find except 
on black market; 80,000-ton grain 
shortage expected to be met by 
Russia, 


Greece—Adequately fed during 
winter, Greece will feel impact of 
world wheat shortage soon. 
UNRRA allocations of grain have 
been cut about 20 per cent. In 
March only 55,000 tons were re- 
ceived with 79,000 tons nedeed. 
The country expects to produce 
650,000 tons of wheat this year. 
Stocks of corn, potato, bean and 
chickpea seed are good. 


Italy—Stocks of wheat lowest in 
history with only two weeks sup- 
ply on hand at the beginning of 
March, Supplies of dried and pre- 
served foods virtually exhausted 
and meat and milk practically 
non-existent. No starvation is pre- 
dicted, Spring vegetables will be- 
come available in April. 


France—Rationing has been ex- 
tended to cafe meals. Russia is 
sending 500,000 tons of wheat as a 
stop-gap. France uses about 350,- 
000 tons a month, and its own crop 
will not come in until August. 
More than 2,500,000 acres have 
been sown, 20 per cent above 1945, 
but also about 20 per cent below 
normal. 


The Netherlands — Holland is 
getting along reasonably well, Po- 
tatoes, vegetables and meat are 
scarce, but rations are maintained 
at 2300 calories a day, and the 
bread ration is almost a pound a 
day—more than prewar.

This is most critical season. 
Wheat crop will be harvested in 
June but rice not before August. 
Government has requested 800,000 
tons of UNRRA food, of which 
215,000 tons have been shipped, 

There is paradox of plenty in 
Szechwan province, which could 
send out 133,000, tons of rice, but 
there are no transportation facili- 
ties. 


Winter crop prospects poor due 
to drouth, 


Rationing does not exist because 
Government lacks administrative 
facilities. Hoarding and _ food 
speculation widespread. 

Japan—Wintered fairly well, but 
almost half its food is on black 
market. Statistics are restricted, 
and Japanese and American au- 
thorities who declined to be 
quoted by name say only that 
present food stockg are low and 
consumption high. 


The official ration is 1050 cal- 
Ories per capita per day for the 
urban population, but black mar- 
ket buying with the uncontrolled 
yen during the winter boosted this 
to about 1900. Little outside help 
received or in prospect, but need 
is extremely great. Populafion in- 
creased considerably since war's 
end through heavy repatriation. 
Ministry of Agriculture and For- 
estry expects April, May and June 
to be the most critical months. 

Palestine—Plenty of food, with 
prices high, but faces a shortage 
of wheat. The only export is cit- 
rus fruits, with that hampered by 
shortage of wood for shipping 
boxes. 

Turkey — Plenty of grain and 
able to export about 75,000 tons 
to Spain and other Mediterranean 
areas. 

India—At least 4,000,000 tons of 
food, mainly grain imports, need- 
ed to stave off a severe crisis. 
Famine already in Bombay, My- 
sore and Madras provinces, but 
fatalities not yet widespread, and 
B. R. Sen, secretary of the food 
department, said there will not be 
“mass starvation.” 

Malaya — Government is intro- 
ducing a scheme of compulsory 
food growing by large landowners, 
subsidizing mew farmers, and 
plans to get 5000 acres into im- 
mediate short-term cultivation and 
farm another 200,000 acres of pad- 
dies during the normal fallow sea- 
son. 

The Philippines—Increasing im- 
ports of rice from southeast Asia 
and of less basic products from 
the United States and Australia, 
plug the first peacetime planting 
conditions for four years, brighten 
prospects for 1946. Price of rice 
on the Manila black market has 
tumbled 50 per cent since October 
—a month before the harvest be- 
gan—but is still approximately 350 
per cent above the prewar level. 

Famine reported in northern 
Luzon and Cagayan valley. 
UNRRA relief on a small scale. 
Any kind of food is available in 
Manila if one can pay for it. 
Many are hungry, but few are 
starving, and situation is vastly 
better than a year ago. 

Australia and New Zealand— 
New Zealand is conducting a na- 
tional campaign for voluntary sur- 
render of ration coupons and 
elimination of waste to help pro- 
vide for the rest of world. Con- 
sidering stricter rationing pro- 
gram. Australia will provide 2,500,- 
000 tons of food for the rest of 
the world this year, sending 300,- 
000 tons of meat alone to Britain. 


LATIN AMERICA, 


Mexico — Once self-sufficient, 
must import about a seventh of 
its groceries this year. Two- 
thirds of the 20,000,000 population 
live on the land, but they produce 
little more than did their fathers 
when the population was about 
two-thirds what it is now. 

Argentina—Expects to make 
substantial meat and cereal ex- 
ports. Agreed to send UNRRA 
150,000 tons of wheat, but some 
of this will be replaced with corn. 

Brazil—Brazil is prepared to 
ship considerable quantities of 
foodstuffs to Europe, both directly 
and indirectly via the United 
States; 125,000 metric tons of rice, 
100,000 tons of corn and perhaps 
a heavy tonnage of beans, depend- 
ing on the harvest; 20,000 to 40,- 


000 tons of fats and oils, mainly 
cottonseed oil; 700,000 cattle.

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The Atomic Mess 


By JOSEPH and STEWART ALSOP 
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WASHINGTON. 


HERE is no problem more certain to shape the American future 
than the problem of control of atomic energy. By a sequence 
of misfortunes, Congress has got the problem into the kind of 


hopeless mess which can only be cleared away by a fresh start. 

By good fortune, the soundest possible basis for a fresh start 
should soon be provided by publication of the report on international 
control of atomic energy prepared by the special committee headed 
by Under Secretary of State Dean G. Acheson, 


This report is intended to pro- 
vide the terms of reference for 
Bernard M. Baruch and his as- 
sistant representatives of the 
United States on the U.N.O. 
Atomic Energy Commission. But 
while the report mainly concerns 
international control, it may also 
be expected to put the question of 
domestic control in an entirely 
new light. There is already a feel- 
ing, in influential quarters, that 
the Acheson committee should be 
requested to adapt its findings for 
Congress, perhaps preparing a 
new bill which would meet all 
objections to previous efforts. 

Bureaucratic Dead Hand. 

Certainly the present picture in 
Congress is so bad that some such 
step must be hoped for. The 
trouble began, of course, with the 
May-Johnson bill, as originally 
sent to the Hill by President Tru- 
man. For rather extraneous rea- 
sons which need not be entered 
into, this bill started the scientists 
on a crusade against “perpetua- 
tion of military control” of atomic 
energy. This resulted in a sub- 
stitute bill offered by Senator 
Brien McMahon of Connecticut. 

Senator McMahon performed a 
valuable service by arousing the 
country to the vital import of the 
problem, but his bill was loosely 
drawn, It put control of atomic 
energy under a five-man commis- 
sion not very different, inherently, 
from the Securities and Exchange 
Commission or the _ Interstate 
Commerce Commission. Its se- 
curity provisions were weak, and 
it virtually barred the Army and 
Navy from joint effort with the 
commission on military uses of 
atomic energy. It made no pro- 
vision to prevent the slow deteri- 
oration which afflicts all govern- 
mental commissions after their 
first enthusiastic start. There was 
no relaxation of the bonds of the 
Civil Service Commission, the 
Comptroller General and the other 
dead hands which ultimately re- 
duce all agencies of the bureauc- 
racy to a dead level, 

Sense or Surrealism? 

Now, because the Army and 
Navy have become alarmed by 
this bill, it has been made even 
worse. The security provisions 
have been wisely strengthened, 
but the original commission pro- 
vided by the McMahon Dill has 
been insanely festooned with ad- 
visory committees. A diagram of 
the channels of responsibility now 
resembles nothing so much as a 
portrait of “The Spirit of a 
Bureaucrat” by any leading sur- 
realist painter, There is a mili- 
tary advisory committee, with 
broad powers of intervention; 
there is a civilian advisory com- 
mittee; and there is a special con- 
gressional committee with the 
widest authority to interfere. 
Meanwhile, except for its loose se- 
curity provisions, the original de- 
fects of the McMahon Dill have 
been left as they were, 

That is why the report of the 
Acheson Committee is awaited 
with much interest. It is difficult 
to imagine a more authoritative 
document on the problem which 
the McMahon bill is meant to 


solve, ‘Che Acheson Committee it- 
self comprised Acheson, former 
Assistant Secretary of War John 
J. McCloy, Gen. Groves, Dr. Van- 
nevar Bush and President Conant. 
Months ago, these men concluded 
that sound control required long, 
detailed study which they had not 
the time to give. They therefore 
delegated this detailed work to a 
subcommittee. 


Members of this subcommittee 
were Dr. J. Robert Oppenheimer, 
head of the Logs Alamos Labora- 
tory, and one of the most brilliant 
and penetrating minds among the 
physicists; David Lilienthal of 
TVA who is surely the ablest of 
American administrators, and 
three highly qualified business 
men: Chester Barnard of New 
Jersey Bell Telephone, Harry 
Winne of General Electric, and 
Charles Thomas of Monsanto 
Chemical. They had the further 
benefit of technical advice from a 
committee of top flight physicists 
named by Gen, Groves. 

All of these men worked many 
hours daily for many weeks. They 
began their labors in a spirit of 
grim pessimism, and with the 
widest differences in viewpoint. 
They concluded with a feeling of 
assurance that they had found the 
solution, and in complete accord 
with one another. Their effort 
represents the largest expenditure 
of time and trouble by the best 
minds which has yet ben devoted 
to the problem of atomic energy 
control. It should not - wasted. 

Time Runs Ou 

One cannot forecast the precise 
nature of the plan these men 
would propose, since they are un- 
able to discuss the subject until 
their first report is published. It 
would not be a bad guess, how- 
ever, that they would advocate 
atomic energy control by an in- 
dependent, Government - owned 
corporation, with a good deal of 
the freedom of the TVA, but with 
greater direct responsibility to 
the President. Lilienthal’s admin- 
istrative experience has much in- 
fluenced them, and in this special, 
vitally important field the busi- 
ness members of the group advo- 
cate the fullest governmental con- 
trols just as strongly as the 
scientists and the political think- 
ers. 

The question of adequate domes- 
tic control is all the more urgent 
in view of the sole certainty con- 
cerning their plan for interna- 
tional control. While the plan is 
intended to demand minimum sac- 
rifices of each participating na- 
tion, it will at least require Rus- 
Sia to raise the “iron curtain” in 
some degree, No observer of Rus- 
sian policy believes this can be 
accomplished without a major 
change of purpose among the Rus- 
sian leaders, That in turn implies 
delay of internationalization, such 
delay will make it essential to 
the national welfare to institute 
promptly a system of domestic 
control which will both be effec- 
tive, and will encourage the great- 
est possible American development 
of atomic knowledge. Today we 
are falling behind.

| CAIRO, Egypt, March 28 
HE Arab League, which opens 

Tits session here Monday, has 
no desire to put its finger into 

the boiling pot of Russo-Iranian 

relations. 

It had been feared that Iraq 
might want to bring the problem 
before the League of Arab States 
and insist on Arab support for 
Iran. Iraq is directly interested 
in a quick solution of the dispute 
because Russia’s clandestine sup- 
port of Kurdish demands for au- 
tonomy is a serious threat to 
Iraq’s unity. About 2,000,000 Kurds 
inhabit Iraq’s northern provinces. 

But the cautious attitude of 
Iragian Delegate Tahsin El As- 
kary Bey, in private talks in 
Cairo, indicates that his country 
has no intention to initiate a de- 
bate on the Iranian crisis. 

Born only one year ago, the 
League of Arab States comprises 
Egypt, Syria, Lebanon, Yemen, 
Sauda Arabia, Iraq and Transjor- 
dan, whose approximately 35,000,- 
000 Moslems have no desire to deal 
with thorny problems at this stage 
of their league's life. 

Iranian Dispute Unpalatable. 

More than any problem on ,the 
league’s already extensive agenda, 
the Iranian dispute is most un- 
palatable to the Arab states. The 
Iranians, although Moslem, belong: 
to the dissident Chiite sect, while 
all the nations in the Arab League 
are Sunnites. 

Above all, the Arab League is 
reluctant to antagonize Russia~ 
a nation which constantly supports 
Arab nationalism. 

The agenda of the league for 
the March session—the first of 
two scheduled for this year—has 
not been published and debates 
will be kept secret. 

League circles admit the Pales- 
tine situation, following the Bri- 
tish-American inquiry commis- 
sion’s trip and Egypt’s claims for 
the evacuation of foreign troops, 
is bound to be the two most im- 
portant debates. 

In celebrating yesterday the 
first anniversary of the League, 
its Egyptian secretary-general, 
Azzam Pasha, announced that the 
Arab states “stand firmly on the 
side of Egypt in its just claims 
for the complete evacuation of 
British forces and the realization 
of national aspirations.” 

Initially supported by Britain, 
the League is bound by the 
course of events and the interests 
of its members to take a position 
against the British.

180,000,000 people still almost fully 
mobilized for war, are made by a 
handful of men immured in the 
Kremlin, men whom, with two or 
three exceptions, the rest of the 
world knows nothing about; men 
who are in no sense responsible 
to public opinion or rather who 
can creAte a public opinion to fit 
their purposes; men who are liv- 
ing by a nineteenth century polit- 
ical and economic philosophy and 
endeavoring to fit twentieth cen- 
tury conditions to its precepts, 


Security an Obsession. 

The rulers of Russia seem ob- 
sessed with the idea of security, 
with the morbid conviction that 
the rest of the world is engaged 
in a great anti-Soviet conspiracy. 
This may in part be a genuine de- 
lusion, it may in part be an ar- 
tificial attitude inspired by the 
Platonian concept that the ruler 
who wishes to demand sacrifices 
of his people must always provide 
a foreign enemy so that the people 
will continue to think that they 
need a leader and need to make 
sacrifices lest a worse thing befall. 

Certainly the central purpose of 
Marsha! Stalin and his associates 
is to hold Russia together: and 
to keep their power over it. They 
may find in their own record 
much justification for their belief 
that the Soviet system is the best 
system for the future welfare of 
the Russian millions. They may 
be convinced that both from the 
military and the economic view- 
point, the re-building of Soviet 
heavy industry at the continued 
sacrifice of the common man’s 
standard of living, at least for the 
time being, is essential. They 
may be convinced that the Rus- 
Sian people, like our own, are 
[weary of war and of sacrifice, 
that they have been promised pie 
and want pie and can only be di- 
verted from the demand for pie 
by the provision of new “enemies 
of the Soviet people” to take the 
place of the late unlamented Hit- 
ler and Tojo. 

The danger, from our viewpoint, 
In all this is that it is out of date, 
that it does not fit the world facts 
of the twentieth century however 
much it may seem to fit the Rus- 
— facts as seen from the Krem- 
lin, 

Russian security in the air age 
is not, for example, to be greatly 
aided by buffer states and 
“friendly” governments in neigh- 
boring small countries, because 
the only conceivably dangerous 
enemies to Russia are the United 
States and Britain—air and sea 
powers, possessing world-wide mo- 
bility and the means of striking 
decisive blows over and across 
land barriers. 


Contrary to World Idea, 


Real security for any nation 
however great, short of its becom- 
ing undisputed master of the 
world, must lie in co-operation to 
establish world security by agree- 
ment and by law. But the Soviet 
idea’ of security, leading to terri- 
torial and political expansion of 
Russian power in all directions 
from the Soviet borders, runs di- 
rectly contrary to the idea of 
world security by co-operation— 
which must, if it is to have any 
validity, be security for all peo- 
ples, large and small, 


Indeed the Soviet concept of se- 
curity will inevitably lead the 
Russians, step by step, to a posi- 
tion where they must become vir- 
tual masters of the world in or- 
der to have security in the sense 
in which they appear to require 
it; and in the course of this pro- 
cess they will not only break 
down all hope of a co-operative 
world, but they will create mount- 
ing apprehensions in this country 
and elsewhere which will be cal- 
culated to bring about a preven- 
tive war—that very attack on the 
Soviet Union which their policy is 
avowedly designed to prevent. 

The tragedy of all this is that 
it is all so damnably unnecessary. 
Mark Sullivan is right when he 
says that if “the Russian people

Danger in Complacency. 


It is no use talking of obstacles 
to peace without trying to find 
some means of surmounting those 
obstacles. If, as I believe, the 
two principal obstacles are Ameri- 
can indifference and Russian 
secrecy and aggressiveness, it may 
seem promising, at least, that the 
first tends to be diminished by the 
second. 


However, if we are only to be 
roused to action by successive 
shocks to our complacency, action 
may come too late to be of any 
practical use. We shall be in the 
same position ag the genera] in 
war who abandons the offensive 
to the enemy and merely seeks to 
defend himself where and when 
he is attacked. The general who 
does that is lost. The nation 
which does that is likewise lost. 

There is no health in the de- 
fensive attitude, whether in the 
contests of war or of those inter- 
national relationships of which 
war is merely the most violent 
expression. Peace cannot be de- 
fended. Peace must be estab- 
lished and maintained, 


We dare not allow ourselves 
even to think defensively. We 
dare not let our minds return to 
the ancient, outworn shibboleths 
of the dear dead past when we 
rested secure on this continent be- 
hind our guardian oceans, with no 
dangerous neighbors and with no 
external responsibilities beyond 
the security of this hemisphere. 
We dare not say of any disorder 
or alarm, however distant: This 
is none of our business. We dare 
not say: Let us stay clear of 
this, lest we become involved in 
conflict. For if there is conflict 
anywhere in the world, we are al- 
ready involved in it or in its con- 
sequences. 


Requisites of Dynamic Policy. 

Once we accept the offensive, 
the dynamic habit of thought with 
regard to peace, we shall im- 
mediately see the necessity for 
providing ourselves with the in- 
struments to translate that habit 
of thought into effective policy; 
the instruments of military power, 
by air, by sea and on land, which 
are to the rest of the world the 
outward and visible sign of our 
determination to uphold the right. 

We shall likewise, with the ac- 
ceptance of the dynamic approach 
to world policy, see the need for 
constantly hammering away at 
the artificial barriers to freedom 
of communications, to the spread 
of truth—both by constant pres- 
sure on those who maintain such 
barriers, and by doing what we 
can to bring truth into the areas 
from which it is barred, for ex- 
ample by broadcasting news in 
Russian and other languages. 

We shall*make the central pur- 
pose of our policy the extension 
of the areas of freedom. Wher- 


ever men are not free to think, to 
speak and to act for themselves; 
wherever government is controlled 
by the few and not by the many 
—there we shall recognize an area 


of danger, which we shall be con- 
stantly at work to reduce, Wher- 
ever men are hungry, or naked, 
or without shelter, wherever they 
may be tempted to accept the loss 
of freedom in order that their 
bellies may be filled, there we 
shall be at work to prove the 
practical worth of the faith that is 
in us, the faith that dares to say: 
Yes, we are in truth our brothers’ 
keepers. 


Need for Great Leadership. 


Taking thought is not enough. 
We will not, if history is any 
guide, do these things merely be- 
cause our intellects may tell us 
that they are advisable, or even 
necessary. 

I think that history has demon- 
strated that Americans are reluc- 
tant to use power save in self-de- 
fense (which will always, from 
now on, be too late) or when there 
rises within them some great 
spiritual urge, a clear distinction 
of right and wrong—a distinction 
such as Abraham Lincoln s0 con- 
sistently maintained in his cru- 
sade against human slavery, 

Perhaps in this hour of need 
another Lincoln may appear to 
rouse not only our minds but our 
drooping spirits—to raise the ban- 
ner of principle, to cry out with a 
voice of thunder that a world di- 
vided against itself cannot stand, 
that the Union of Nations cannot 
and shall not be disrupted, that 
secession from the World Union 
can no more be endured than 
could secession from the Ameri- 
can Union in 186l1—and that gov- 
ernment of the people, by the 
people and for the people must 
possess the earth lest all the 
people perish. 

Then indeed would the obstacles 
to peace be overcome,

As British Labor

Satisfied With Results of Work 


An Intellectual and a

LONDON, March 23 (AP), 


AROLD LASKI, diminutive doctrinarian and chairman of the 
British Labor party, is expected to step down soon. 
Not that the party is ungrateful but, after all, Laski is not 


indispensable, now that the party has pulled itself together and 


stands*on its own feet. 


Come Whitsuntide, at the party’s 
annual conference, the change ~'ill 
be made, Laski may continue as a 
member of the executive commit- 
tee, “if elected,” he says, but the 
office has a one-year term, and 
his chairmanship will have ended. 

Laski has no regrets about it. 
He has seen the party gai its 
first majority and he is satisfied. 
Now he wants more leisure for 
teaching and writing. 

Laski, who likes ‘America, and 
has lectured at Harvard and Yale, 
has been writing a monumental 
history of American civilization 
for the last five years. If he 
manages “not to fall in any more 
hot water,” he will finish two 
volumes of 600 pages each by the 
end of the year. 

“IT am trying to prove three 
things,” he explains. 

“First, that no country In the 
world ever had so long and s0 
tough a struggle toward social 
d mocracy as the United States, 
and that’s the main safeguard of 
an ideal democracy, 

“Secondly, the American people 
have been the most experimental 
people in modern history; the 
American people by tradition and 
conquest became a pragmatic peo- 
ple, preparing the ground for to- 
morrow, more than any existing 
people. 

“And, thirdly, within the frame- 
work of monopoly-capitalism you 
s0 curiously call ‘free enterprise,’ 
you have erected your own bar- 
riers against full access to the 
well-being which is possible in the 
United States.” 

A Practicing Idealist. 


Encountering Laski in his study 
in the London School of Eco- 
nomics and Political Science at 
London University, where he 
lectures, you meet a practicing 
idealist.

This latter company originally in- 
cluded the Atlantic Refining Com- 
pany, Pan American Oil and 
Transportation Co, (a subsidiary 
of Standard Oil of Indiana), Gulf 
Oil Corporation, Standard Oil Co. 
of New York and Standard Oil 
Co. of New Jersey. Atlantic, Pan 
American and Gulf subsecuently 
withdrew, leaving the American 
interest to the Standard of New 
Jersey and Socony-Vacuum, suc- 
cessor to Standard of New York. 

Subsequently, the Anglo-Saxon 
Petroleum Co., Ltd., bought into 
Iraq Petroleum and now owns 
23.75 per cent interest, the same as 
Near East and Anglo-Iranian and 
the French company, Cie Fran- 
caise De Petrolles. These four 
with Gulbenkian are the Iraq Pe- 
troleum Company. 

One of the principal features of 
this combination was that the 
American, British and French 
companies agreed to abide by 
what is known as the Red Line 
agrecment, which covered coun- 
tries within the Near East area, 
specifically Turkey, Syria, Leba- 
non, Palestine, Trans-Jordan, Iraq, 
Saudi Arabia and the small sheik- 
doms along the Arabian penin- 
sula’s south and southeast coast, 
Oman, Trucial Oman, Yeman, 
Hadhrmaut and the Island of 
Bahrein., 

Under this agreement, all the 
companies forming Iraq Petroleum 
were prohibited directly or indi- 
rectly from taking an interest in 
any oil concessions within the area 
without mutual consent, and the 
Iraq Petroleum was limited to op- 
erating within the same red line 
area, 

Seemed Good Idea, 


This is one of the international 
compacts which we are now seek- 
ing to eliminate through the med- 
ium of the Anglo-American Oil 
Agreement awaiting action by Con- 
gress, but at the time it seemed 
like a good idea and it did give 
the American firms what they 
did not have, a share in conces- 
sions in Syria, the Trucial coast 


and areas outside the original Iraq 
concession. 

Soon after the Near East de- 
velopment company went into Iraq 
Petroleum, Gulf, then a partici- 
pant, was offered a concession by 
British interests on Bahrein Is- 
land and passed it on to Standard 
Oil Company of California with 
British approval. In 1932, Standard 
of California brought in its first 
well there. Impressed with the 
prospects of the area, Standard of 
California sought and obtained 
a concession on the mainland of 
Saudi Arabia from King Ibn Saud 
in an area explored unsuccess- 
fu.ly and finally abandoned by a 
British company, Its first well in 
Saudi Arabia was brought in in 
1936 and gave indications of vast 
reserves. Since the Texas company 
already had a sales organization 
in the Orient, the Standard of 
California formed with it the 
Arabia American Oil Company on 
a 50-50 basis to develop the Saudi 


Arabian and Bahrein areas. 

Gulf meanwhile had withdrawn 
from Iraq Petroleum and obtained 
half the ‘Anglo-Iranian’s concession 
in Kuwait. - Neither partner held 
its product in an area covered by 
the other. 

This brings the story up to the 
second map which shows the con- 
cession areas as just outlined. The 
oil reserves in these areas are im- 
mense. The most superficial ex- 
ploring such as has been done to 
cate places them at 15.5 billion 
barrels, about 30 per cent of the 
world’s total. Oil men who have 
gone into the question believe that 
figure represents not more than 
half of what will ultimately be 
found: geologists have estimated 
that the reserves total at least 
30 billion barrels, almost one-third 
more than those in the United 
States at the present time. Rela- 
tively speaking, the Near East does 
not use more than a few drops 
of its indigenous production, while 
the United States needs almost all 
it produces and some imports be 
sides. 

Occupied Iran Again, 


Under threat of German infiltra- 
tion, England and Russia, as they 
had done during the first world 
war, occupied Iran again in Au- 
gust, 1941, and caused the down- 
fall of Reza Shah's government, 
which was replaced by a 
parliament and ruled by a cabinet 
headed by Mohammed Reza Shah, 
22-year old son of the former 
ruler, which conveniently decided 
to co-operate with the Allies. 

Thus was the “back door’ to In- 
dia protected and a supply route 
to Russia assured, 

By the summer of 1943, how- 
ever, the oil concession question 
popped up again. Representatives 
of Standard-Vacuum and Sinclair 
Oil companies and the British 
Royal Dutch Shell arrived in Teh- 
ran in the role of rival negotiators 
for concessions in the southeast- 
ern areas of Irar near the Afghan 
and Baluchistan border. While 
they were still negotiating a yeal 
later, the Russians sent an eco- 
nomic mission headed by Vice 
Foreign Commissar Sergei Kav- 
taradze to seek concessions in the 
five northern provinces. Shortly 
afterward, in October, 1944, the 
Iranian government, which had 
been dickering with the British 
and Americans for more than 12 
months, announced it could not 
consider oil concessions while for- 
eign troops were on itg soil and 
the Parliament passed a law to 
that effect, postponing all 
sions until after the war. 

This action precipitated a tense 
situation between the Iranian and 
Soviet governments somewhat 
similar to that of recent weeks. 
The pro-Soviet Tudeh party, which 
Foreign Policy Association reports 
describe as the most important of 
Iran’s nine major parties, staged 
a demonstration some 15 to 20 
thousand strong outside the Par- 
liament building forcing a cabinet 
crisis during which the then Pre- 
mier Sa’ed’s government resigned. 
Then as now the Iranian stand was 
stiffened by diplomatic support 
from England and the United 
States. 

Alarm in U. S. Circles, 


Meanwhile, during this period 
there was some alarm in our gov- 
ernment circles that all might not 
be well in the Near East oil con- 
cession situation. Oil had always 
been plentiful here since the first 
World War, especially so in the 
’30s after discovery of the East 
Texas field. But the second World 
War proved that our resources 
were not as ample as we supposed 
and that in the future we would 
have to protect ourselves by hedg- 
ing abroad, The Saudi Arabian 
concession of Arabian American 
raised the point. 


The late Secretary of the Navy 
Knox (our Navy operates on oil 
also) testified before the House 
hearings on the Navy appropria- 
tion bill in March, 1944, that 
Arabian American had approached 
the Administration “in a state of 
concern” urging protection of the 
Saudi Arabia oil deposits.

“The taint is still in my blood,” 
he says with a smile. “That was 
one of the things that made a big 
impression on my life.”

in this condition ever again be- 
come a world threat. Our job must 
rather be to prevent their sickness 
from infecting the entire Euro- 
pean continent. They must be re- 
stored to health, not artifically 
kept weak. The thing to do is to 
return administrative responsi- 
bility to them, set them on the 
road of self-government, give 
them a push and then cease wor- 
rying about them. 

Externally, this thesis seems 
plausible. Actually, after some in- 
vestigation, this writer believes it 
totally under-estimates both Ger- 
man obstinacy and German com- 
petence. 


Many foreign observers and 


anti-Nazi Germans believe that, 
‘were Allied troops to withdraw

Aggressive Nationalism. 

Aggressive nationalism, if not on 
the increase, certainly has not di- 
minished. The Germans, from 
Cardinal Faulhaber down to So- 
cialist and Communist labor 
leaders, take a nationalistic line. 
Encouraged by Moscow, Berlin 
Communists and Socialists are be- 
ginning to tell the Anglo-Saxons 
what the Germans will and will 
not tolerate by way of a final 
peace settlement. Under a sub- 
missive surface at first, pro- 
test, sarcasm and contempt are 
beginning. Allied authorities have 
not yet unearthed any national 
conspiracy to fight the Allies or 
restore Nazism but at least one 
fairly widespread organization has 


been discovered and broken by 


vigilant American officers. 

Furthermore, German efficiency 
both in war and in peace is 
formidable. This is a people that, 
using about two-thirds of its 
available military forces, almost 
defeated the Soviet Union, a coun- 
try with far greater resources and 
with nearly two and a half times 
the German population. These are 
stubborn Krauts who turned the 
defeat of 1918 into the victories of 
1939. Between the two wars, they 
virtually rebuilt their industrial 
System on a far more efficient 
basis, Their factories are ruined, 
their homes devastated, their 
bellies beginning to be empty. But 
their real riches—their coal, their 
intelligence, patience and energy 
—are undiminished , 


Many, perhaps most, of the 
American experts here and many 
newspapermen believe an Allied 
withdrawal today would prepare 
a new aggression. Among the 
allies, those with the best chance 
of making the Germans really 
democratic are the Americans. 
Therefore, both those Americans 
who believe the Germans are in- 
curably aggressive and those who 
think they can be democratized 
agree that withdrawal of the 
American occupying forces now 
or anytime, short of say twenty 
years, would be an international 
catastrophe. Seen from here, the 
present American policy looks like 
one of careless withdrawal. 


Re-deployment has gutted our 
finest military formations. Every 
day sees the departure of some 
fine team of military governors. 
In comparison with the Russian, 
British and French groups, the 
American set-up is already under- 
manned. Turning the administra- 
tion back to the Germans will 
help some—though it could be 
dangerous, Replacing the army 
personnel with volunteer civilian 
administrators will also relieve 
the situation. But, today, replace- 
ments must not only compensate 
for departures but also must re- 


The truth is that the American 
people must still demonstrate their 
willingness to fulfill their interna- 
tional obligation or must accept 
responsibility for a possible new 
German aggression later.

Therefore, the future status 
of Germany is a problem/far ex- 
ceeding any purely German con-| 
siderations, Unhappily, the four! 
occupying powers are in disagree- 
ment, | 

The Soviets, having unilaterally 
divided east Germany between! 
themselves and the Poles, wish to 
maintain the territorial integrity 
of remaining Germany. This 
means that, having appropriated 


part of the common Allied inheri- 


tance, they claim an equal] share 
in disposing of the rest. Such a 
claim on the part of the Soviets 
is one of the type to which the 
other Allies have had to become’ 
accustomed, Why they originally | 
countenanced such fllogically self-. 
ish arrangements escapes compre- 
hension. | 
The French, having been twice 
invaded in the manner which they 
had predicted, wish to have west- 
ern Germany — the Ruhr, the 
Rhineland and the Saar territory 
detached from Germany before 
the remainder receives unified, co- 
operative administration.

Ideological Tug-of-War. 


If unity is attained, then there 
‘are hopes for the U.N.O. Naturally, 
such unity would he only the be- 
ginning of an ideological tug-of- 
war for what passes for the Ger- 
‘man soul, The Americans and the 
‘British, particularly if they com- 
bined the American political 
ideology with the new British 
economic slant, would have an im- 
mediate appeal to nearly all Ger- 
imans. Despite, or rather because 
‘of, the presence of the Red Army, 
Communism and Soviet influence 
‘most observers believe—has ex- 
panded only where backed by 
direct Russian political pressure. 
'Most Germans, like other eastern 
Europeans, have been radically 
‘cured by the Red Army of a weak- 
ness for Russia. But it is easier 
‘to make docile ex-Nazi Germans 
into communists than into demo- 
crats. Therefore, unless the Brit- 
ish and American and French gov- 
ernments put their hearts and 
purses behind an educational cam- 
paign lasting from 20 to 40 years, 
they may ultimately fail. A united 
Germany will go Red. 
| If real unity with complete free- 
dom of movement throughout 
Germany cannot be attained, then 
‘the time will have come for the 
'American leaders to re-vamp the 
Roosevelt-Truman foreign policy. 
If that happens, then the world 
will have divided into two op- 
posing blocs and the duty of 
American statesmanship will be 
to recognize that fact. Winston 
Churchill's dream of an Anglo- 
American partnership, beginning 
with a military alliance and 
working toward a common citizen- 
ship, will become an American as 
well as a British necessity. 
Disheartened by Soviet aggres- 
sive ambitions everywhere, this 
writer had just about reached the 
conclusion that the time had come 
o end the costly experiment of 
Anglo-American co-operation with 
the Soviets and go our own way, 
leaving the Soviets to go theirs in 
peace. Now, impressed by the op- 
timism of American officers who, 
in Berlin, are successfully co- 
operating with the Russians, my 
faith that internationalism may 
presently be realized has tenta- 
tively revived. Let us accept Ger- 
many as a test case—and let us 
tell the Soviets that we so con- 
sider it. Let us, while supporting 
the semi-separation of the Ruhr, 
sincerely try to keep Germany 
from becoming an Allied bor. of 
contention. But, if unity fails— 
if incompatibility between’ the 
Soviet and the Occidental concep- 
tions is again demonstrated—then, 
let us divide Germany. The 
Russians would then incorporate 
east Germany into their sphere,

fashion leaders announce 

that henceforth Ameri- 
can women are to be curva- 
cious and delightfully femi- 
nine. They proclaim loudly 
that mannish clothing and 
figures are out, that you'll 
be able to spot this coming 
woman without having to 
look twice. 

Their predictions never 
come true but if they did, 
more than a few new clothes 
and emphasis of curves 
would be required to trans- 
form some of our Amazons 
into appealing females. Too 
many of our American girls 
have forgotten how to be 
nice. 

The fact that more than 
100,000 American soldiers 
who went overseas brought 
back foreign girls as wives 
should give American girls 
something to think about. 

It wasn’t entirely proxim- 
ity. The foreign girls must 
have had something that 
was hard to find back home 
or language and custom dif- 
ferences would have proved 
too great obstacles to matri- 


mony. 
ee 


A more-than-three-year s0- 
journ at Army expense in 
England, Africa, Italy, the 
Mediterranean isles, France, 
Germany, Austria and Bel- 
gium convinced me that the 
appealing “something” was 
simply old-fashioned cour- 
tesy and the conviction that 
home and family were com- 
mendable and laudable goals 
for young women. 

A good many of our own 
girls have set forth so reso- 
lutely to carve out careers 
for themselves that they've 
pushed marriage and chil- 
dren into the back seat. Too 
many of them regard femi- 
ninity. as a weakness and 
they look upon all men as 
engaged in a giant conspir- 
acy to deprive them of what 
they call their “rights.” 

No such angry spirit 
moves the women of Europe. 
They cling to the Old World 
idea that home and family 
have a No. 1 priority and 
they believe they can best 
attain them by being easy 
on the eyes and nerves of 
their menfolk. 
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Such a philosophy doesn’t 
preclude outside careers for 
women in Europe. A good 
many of them are leaders 
in business, in science and 
in the government, but few 
of these have _ jettisoned 
their charm as a hindrance 
to success. 

Our own girls, when they 
set out to be bankers, archi- 
tects and engineers, too 
often think they must carry 
chips on their shoulders if 
they are to be successful. 
They elbow their way

through crowds without as 
much as “excuse me,” they 
swipe cabs right out from 
under the poor men who 
have flagged them down, 
and they feel that they 
aren't making a good show 
unless they loudly dominate 
60 per cent of the conversa- 
tion. 
ee ieee. 


But they’re not above com- 
plaining when men don’t 
give up their seats to them 
and they'll insist on their 
special privileges in straight 
business deals. 

The lot of European 
women is much tougher 
than that of the American 
even during norma] times. 
The girls of England, Italy, 
France and Belgium had to 
give up fine clothing and 
cosmetics. during the war 
but they didn’t lose their 
native courtesy and knack 
of being pleasant. They had 
to work like beasts in the 
Yields but they didn’t com- 
plain and they always had 
the hope that tomorrow 
would be a better day. 

It may be a part of the 
American makeup to gripe 
about trifles but since re- 
turning to the United 
States I have listened to 
more beefs about lack of 
nylons than I heard from 
European women who saw 
their homes and families 
smashed by war. When the 
first flush of grief had 
passed, the women of Italy, 
France, Belgium and Eng- 
land set to work to mend 
the damage as best they 


could 
x * . 

This desire for a home 
and family moves the Paris- 
ienne just as much as the 
peasant. Since a husband 
is usually considered a 
necessary part of the home 
group, the European woman 
regards a man as a poten- 
tial partner rather than a 
competitor who is likely to 
rob her of her just share of 
things. It’s small wonder 
that many of our G.I.s were 
both surprised and pleased. 

In Paris last summer, a 
few of us used to sit back 
and compare the French 
girls and the American 
Wacs who came into a cafe 
on Rue Washington. The 
American. girls would 
promptly take the lead in 
the conversation, hardly al- 
lowing their escorts to get 
a word in edgewise. 

The French girls would 
see to it that the men with 
them, either French or 
American, would carry on at 
least an equal share of the 
conversation. 

The girl ambulance driv 


ers with the First French 
Army in Eastern France 
were poorly equipped and 
poorly housed compared with 
our female soldiers, They 
wore regulation G.I. boots, 
often sizes too large for 
them, and uniforms that 
were neither as warm nor 
well-cut as those of the 
American Wacs. 

Their work was much 
more hazardous than that of 
the American girls but we’d 
see them strolling around 
town, displaying a cheerful 
flower or scarf to prove that 
they were just girls after 
all, a few hours after they 
came in from the front. 

Some of our tanks enter- 
ing Rome were met by a 
wedding party which came 
out of a suburban church 
and made its way down a 
road still under artillery fire. 
Getting married and setting 
up housekeeping was much 
more important to the 
Italian girl than a full-scale 


war,

The European girl isn’t a 
clinging vine or gold digger 
but she knows what she 
wants and usually gets it. 

Most of the charges that 
European girls are not all 
they should be are pretty 
far-fetched. The Folies Ber- 
gere is certainly not a place 
you'd care to take your 
grandmother, but it is no 


more typical of France than 


some of our hotter night- 
spots are of the United 
States. It’s just as much an 
error to say that Mont- 
martre is France as it is to 
say that Reno is the United 
States. 

War and want, of course, 
swelled the ranks of camp 
followers but they were far 
outnymbered by the girls 
who stuck to the straight 
and narrow. And the straight 
and narrow in Europe is 
much more sharply defined 
than it is back here.

Inthe smaller towns and 
villages, the Yanks found 
that when they asked a girl 
to go to a movie, the invita- 
tion included the whole 
family as chaperones. The 
system is a little discourag- 
ing for romance but it 
seems to develop girls of the 
romantic and appealing type. 

In an international beauty 
contest, I rather imagine the 
American girl would hold 
the edge, though some of 
the beauties of Paris, Rome 
and Brussels would give 
them a run for their money 
despite ersatz clothing and 
several years of inadequate 
food. 

But if courtesy and charm 
are factors to be considered,

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Mad Miami's Maddest Season 


City Suffers

MIAMI, Fia., March 23 

OWN here, where only 726 
J) sous existed .drearily in the 

shadow of old Fort Dallas at 
the time of Miami’s incorporation 
as a city in 1894, the most amaz- 
ing winter season in the history of 
this fabulous resort town has left 
in its wake an acute case of dol- 
lar-sign dizziness, 

Greater Miami—and that in- 
cludes mad Miami Beach and the 
counties of Dade and Broward— 
will survive the peculiar vertigo 
induced by counting greenbacks 
strewn recklessly about by vaca- 
tionists enjoying their first intoxi- 
cating taste of affluence. Yet not 
even the most hardened of the 
350,000 persons who cal] this area 
home will soon forget the first 
winter after World War II. 

Black-market money’s filth pol- 
luted the place from the time the 
horses broke from the barrier at 
Gulfstream Park on Dec. 1, the 
unofficial opening of play-time for 
the idle rich. New faces outnum- 
bered prewar regulars, the in- 
formed say, and a total of about 
650,000 tourists came in, most of 
them from New York and New 
Jersey. 

There seems little question that 
the ill-gotten gains of the war 
period’s black market, money 
made in the illegal traffic of 
nylons, beef, tires, etc., was squan- 
dered at the horse and dog tracks, 
jai alai emporium, night clubs 
that charged outrageous prices, 
and plush-walled gaming rooms 
almost the size of a basketball 
court. , 

Yes, even the Miamians who 
profited handsomely from the 
boom season resented the source 
from which much of the currency 
came. One cab driver, who .said 
he made $300 a week in fares and 
tips during the height of the four- 
month invasion by pleasure seek- 
ers, put it this way: 


“A lot of crumbs had money this 
year and that’s why a lot of real 
people, the kind we counted on 
and liked here, had to sleep in 
hotel lobbies and in their auto- 
mobiles.” 

A crumb the cabbie defined as 
a “bum so used to chiseling he 
can’t get over the habit.” 

This winter season actually 
won't end until April 19, get-away 
day at Tropical Park, the third 
of the Miami area race tracks 
awarded a 40-day meet by the 
Florida commission, But the peak 
passed when beautiful Hialeah, 
the picturesque palm-fringed park 
with the bougainvillea hedge and 
the pink flamingoes in the track 
infield, locked its gates March 4. 
There, with an average attendance 
daily of 19,750, the mutuel intake 
averaged $1,332,700. The tipoff was 
the pre-meet increase of $50 pari- 
mutuel machines from four to 10 
and the installation of three more 
of the $100 machines to go with 
the one that sufficed before war's 
outbreak cut sharply into the an- 
nual bonanza. 

Where once the $2 and $5 ma- 
chines got the heaviest play, the 
long lines formed at the $50 and 
$100 windows. Bookmakers, who 
complained only that they didn’t 
have enough telephones to handle 
all calls, dragged in more money 
from vacationers who preferred to 
get their sunshine at the beach 
rather than at the track. 
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HE beach, of course, would be 

Miami Beach, the center of the 

spending splurge. In the thrée- 
mile radius of this island, con- 
nected to the mainland by cause- 
ways, hotels are as jammed to- 
gether as patrons on a Delmar 
bus at 5 p.m. There are supposed 
to be about 430 of them. Could 
be, too, for we counted 126 in a 
stretch along Collins avenue, only 
one block from the white sand of 
the beach and the blue waters of 
the Atlantic. 

The hotels ranged from two- 
story structures, better described 
as rooming houses, to magnifi- 
cent, pastel wonders fresh from 
the Arabian Nights. Surrealist 
Salvador Dali might have been 
the architect of some of them, 


too. 

At first glance the beach, teem- 
ing with humanity, might be con- 
sidered a lesser crowded Coney 
Island, But that was only at first 
glance, for lolling on the sand or 
frolicking in the breakers were 
men and women who worship at 
two shrines—the gods of sun and 
gold—and openly exhibit both 
interests. 

Burned black, pot-bellied, 
knobby-kneed and hirsute men of 
middle age lounged with women— 
some young, some old—who too 
often presented the flashiness of 
vulgarity, for scraggly hair and 
overdone cosmetic application 
were mixed with walnut-sized dia- 
mond rings. 

They paid dearly for that sun 
bathing, for nearby hotels, wink- 
ing at O.P.A, regulations, charged 
$30 per day and for the use of 
private beaches and sun decks got 
as much as $60 when the demand 
was greatest. So heavy was the 
trade that lobbies were rented, 
Miami home-owners asked and 
got $35 a week. for a two-by-four 
room, and autemobile backseats 
handled the overflow. 

The real overflow, though, was 
at swanky night clubs, as numer- 
ous as neighborhood taverns back 
home. Prices charged were fan- 
tastic, For instance, a young mem- 
ber of the New York Giants, train- 
ing in Miami, felt the need of a 
late snack. This country boy, just 
out of the service, consulted a 
bellhop for a likely restaurant 
near the Giants’ hotel. He got it— 
and how!—for the place recom- 
mended was a nearby night club

that billed him $7 for a ham sand- 
wich and a coca-cola. 

Many of these clip joints had a 
$3.00 drinking minimum, payable 
whether or not you touched liquor. 
Because of the band that played, 
there was that 20 per cent amuse- 
ment tax. Besides, a Miami wait- 
er’s look would wither the most 
determined nickel-nurser into a 
dollar tip, 
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IPS, you see, are part and 
T parce of the free spending of 

the don’t-give-a-continental 
crowd that profited from the war. 
One waiter, who acknowledged 
that after 20 years in Miami he 
hadn't seen anything like it before, 
related how he served a Philadel- 
phia gangster, who had found the 
black market his most profitable 
venture since prohibition went out, 
and for two $1.50 drinks received 
a $50 tip because the tough guy 
said he liked waiters who didn't 
smile when they delivered the 
checks. 


Drinks at night clubs ranged, 
by the way, from 50 cents for 
beer to $150 for champagne, 
though most places conveniently 
“ran out” of beer early. 


The real money, however, ex- 
changed hands over the gaming 
tables of luxurious dining-and- 
dancing spots like the Colonial 
Inn—where dish-washers draw $50 
a week—Little Palm, Brook, 
Bouche’s La Boheme, Club 86 and 
the Greenacres. Not even the ex- 
quisite women’s fashion shops 
along Miami Beach’s Lincoln ave- 
nue, establishments which wailed 
that enough furs and jewelry 
weren't available to ‘satisfy women 
suddenly in the moola, not even 
the haberdashery that reportedly 
sold men’s ties for $1500 approxi- 
mated the activity at the dice, 
roulette and chemin de fer tables, 

The other night when I visited 
the Colonial Inn, more than 250 
men and women, most of them 
middle-aged, were crowded around 
the tables in the handsome gam- 
ing room. The inn is said to have 
profited by $3,000,000 from gam- 
bling alone this year. 

Some patrons wore evening 
clothes and most women, no mat- 
ter what the style of their dresses, 
wore expensive fur wraps. The 
women gravitated to roulette, the 
men to the age-old Army game of 
craps. There, a stick man chanted 
the point, while a “banker” at 
each end of the billiard-like table 
raked in the chips. Players, un- 
smiling, swore as they lost, the 
women the worst. 

Small wonder comedian Joe E. 
Lewis, who, with songstress Jane 
Frohman and Xavier Cugat’s band, 
typified the expensive entertain- 
ment gambling receipts enabled 
the Colonial and others to provide, 
wisecracked at the floor show in 
the dining room: “If I had thrown 
an ‘8’ at 6 a. m. the other morn- 
ing, this place would be mine.” 

According to one veteran, who 
like most of the playboys here 
frequented the beach or track by 
day and the gaming rooms by 
night, one well-known comedian 
went $38,500 in the hole at a hot 
dice game at the Colonial, and, so 
heavy was the betting and so fast 
the turn of fortune, left an hour 
later $3,000 ahead. 

But those stories were few. Most 
were of heavy losses in which 
black-market $1,000 bills, unac- 
ceptable from strangers by banks 
unless accompanied by tell-tale 
signatures, found their outlet in 
games of chance. It was no secret 
that the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation augmented its staff of

report accurately their incomes 
for tax purposes. 


The government, as if you didn’t 
already know by March 15, wants 
the last dollar legally owed. So, 
as estimated by Joe Brown, chief 
of the enforcement division of the 
bureau of internal revenue at 
Miami, gamblers here are expect- 
ed to pay between $21,000,000 and 
$28,000,000 in income tax on profits 
this season. Those figures repre- 
sent about 70 per cent of a total 
take believed to be between $30,- 
000,000 and $40,000,000. Next win- 
ter, too, Brown indicated, another 
and stiffer federal levy may be as- 
sessed. 
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HAT new tax would be slapped 
T onto. the 25 per cent of each 

night’s receipts withheld by the 
gamblers from their reports to 
Brown's agents because it alleged- 
ly represents a payoff to certain 
officials who see to it that the 
gambling rooms are not molested 
by police. Gambling, aside from 
racing, is illegal in Florida. 


Once before, in the compara- 
tively quiet season of 1939-40, 
Miami gamblers paid Uncle Sam 
$2,500,000 in taxes before revenue 
men began a limited investigation 
into payoff lugs, after which the 
gamblers coug ed up an additional 
$600,000. 

So the government, interested 
only in getting what’s coming to 
it, isn’t interested in Miami's laxi- 
ty toward gambling and betting— 
the state’s take on racing receipts 
is said to be earmarked for edu- 
cation and the judiciary—but there 
could be a more embarrassing sea- 
son next winter if revenue men 
got a breakdown on the graft 
elicited from gamblers by men 
who naturally give no receipts,

Although there are many sen- 
timentalists among so-called 
psychologists who exclaim loudly 
against “fettering the carefree 
years of innocent childhood with 
the yokes of adult life and its 
many restrictions,” there is no 
getting around the fact that 
children must learn to adjust to 
the world as thy find it. 
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AND IT IS NOT normal for 
adults to receive money for no 
work on their part. Why, there- 
fore, give money freely to young- 
sters for 15 or 20 years for no 
effort on their part, and thus in- 
culcate the idea that the world 
owes them a living, or that they 
do not have to work for the pleas- 
ures which life reserves for the 
industrious? 

The soundest plan, if intelli- 
gently applied, is to pay the 
youngster the same sum which 
normally would be given as an 
allowance, but offer it as payment 
for work. 
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I DO NOT MEAN that the child 
should be overtaxed by too hard 
duties. Nor should lengthy jobs 
be assigned to young children, for 
their duration of attention to any 
one task is limited by minutes in- 
stead of hours. 

Moreover, one must not make 
the child feel that he should do 
no chores or errands unless his 
palm is crossed with gold,

BOSTON, March 23. 


EVOLVERS barked lagt montlt 
R:: a tottering temple of clap- 

board deep in the Maine woods. 
In a windowless, paint-peeled man- 
sion, once world-famous, two men 
slumped dead in an unheated 
prayer loft. And urexpectedly, 
the world learned that the “Holy 
Ghost and Us Society,” fantastic 
nineteenth century religious cult 
founded on three cents and a 
wheelbarrow, still existed in the 
Atomic Age. 

Stranger still, the shivering rem- 
nants of -his flock insisted that 
Frank Sandford, alias “Elijah”, 
founder of the society, today walks 
the earth in the flesh, a roving 
patriarch discredited by all but the 
faithful, and that he has appeared 
briefly of late in St. Louis, Los 
Angeles, San Antonio, and Boston. 

Then the followers fell to beating 
the miles of corridors of “Shiloh”, 
their hill-top retreat, with 
branches of fir—‘“to drive out the 
devil from this our Temple’—anhd 
reporters and police departed the 
Durham, Me., wilderness after a 
twin slaying that served only to 
muddy still more the clouded 
waters of the cult’s history. 


Look for a bearded man of 8&3 
wandering alone at twilight. Look 
for him in city streets and listen 
for the tell-tale command “Fall 
in line! Fall in line!” That would 
be Frank Sandford, who in 1893 
founded the Holy Ghost and Us 
Society. 

In 1902, Sandford promised to 
drive Satan out of Boston. 

“Into the sea, into the earth, 
into the air, into the fire the 
minions of Mephistopheles are to 
be driven,” he told all who came 
to him and entrusted to him all 
their earthly goods. 

From time to time he sailed in 
@ yacht of dubious seaworthiness 
to the Holy Land, but his long 
campaign to drive the devil from 
New England landed him in the 
Federal penitentiary at Atlanta to 
serve a seven-year term on a 
charge of manslaughter. Released, 
he dropped from sight. 

The faithful saw him, they said, 
from time to time. His yacht the 
“Coronet” still lies at a Portland, 
Me., wharf, and monthly a check 
arrives at a Portland bank to pay 
for its upkeep. 


“Elijah” will sail again some 
day, his followers declare. To the 


Holy Land again, under better 
auspices, with better fortunes, it 
is hoped, than those which on a 
1911 cruise led to the death from 
scurvy of seven disciples, and 
Sandford’s conviction on the basis 
that he had refused to return to 
port on the advice of the crew 
when the first of the deaths oc- 
curred. 


Born in Bowdoinham, Me., in 
1862, Sandford went to Bates Col- 
lege and became one of the star 
baseball catchers of his“@ay. He 
entered the Free Baptist minis- 
try, but in 1893 suddenly resigned 
his pastorate in Great Falls. 


He had received “a call,” he 
said. The leader of his move- 
ment, he said, was the Lord Jesus 
Christ and the director was to 
be the Holy Ghost. 


Recalling that Christ did not 
preach ‘in the cities, Sandford be- 
gan touring rural sections of New 
England, holding meetings in 
tents. He converted whole com- 
munities. In all he visited 540 
towns, he said. Gradually he be- 
gan to claim Divine Inspiration 
and power to heal the sick, as- 
serting that God spoke through 
him. 
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T Durham, Me., he received 
Aix call” to build a church, a 

school and a home. He had but 
three cents in his pocket at the 
time, he declared later, and, his 
single possession was a_ wheel- 
barrow. 


This was shortly before 1900. 
Farmers saw a strange knot of 
men digging on the hilltop, and 
curious to learn their object, asked 
Sandford. 

“We're building a $2,000,000 tem- 
ple,” he told them. 

“When do you aim to finish?” 
one farmer asked. 

“We'd finish a lot faster if you'd 
give us a hand,” Sandford re- 
plied. 

And the farmers did—hundreds 
of them. 

“Whenever we need something,” 
Sandford said years later, “we al- 
ways have simply prayed.” 

But cynics said Sandford called 
his prayer meetings with a keen 
sense of dramatic timing. When 
his followers were freezing on one 
occasion, Sandford called them 
into the rambling $2,000,000 man- 
sion which looks more like a 
summer hotel of the 1890's and 
bade them fall on their knees in 
prayer. 

“Pray for steam boilers,” he 
directed. 

From time to time he walked 
anxiously to a window and peered

down the wagon road toward the 
village. After 18 hours he told 
disciples triumphantly: 

“What did I tell you? Look!” 
The disciples rose from their 
knees to peer down the road to 
the village. Three horse drawn 
wagons moved up the hill, each 
with a steam boiler roped on top 
of it. 


Shortly after 1900, the success 
of his movement was phenomenal. 
People walked from Boston to 
hand over their cash and goods 
and join the cult. That was the 
one rule: a person must give 
everything he owned to Sandford, 
who was God’s trustee. 

Once a woman walked 160 miles 
from Boston, pitched a roll of 
bills totalling $38,000 at his feet 
and gasped, “Now drive the devil 
from my brain.” 


Although Sandford claimed that 
he never knowingly sought dona- 
tions from wealthy persons suf- 
fering mental ailments, his fol- 
lowers have admitted that miany 
persons mentally afflicted have 
contributed money to the cause. 

Several times early in the cen- 
tury, Sandford was hailed before 
courts on charges of man- 
slaughter, once when a 14-year-old 
boy died of malnutrition after a 
long fast ordered by “Elijah”. 
Men, women, and children alike 
had to submit to these fasts, and 
once Sandford’s own small son fell 
seriously ill after one of them. 
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UT in 1911, on his way to Jeru- 
B sate with followers in the 

yacht “Coronet,” Sandford 
watched seven of the cult die of 
scurvy off the coast of Newfound- 
land, The government charged 
that it was Sandford’s neglect in 
improperly provisioning the boat, 
plus his refusal to put into port 
for medical aid, which caused the 
men (and two children) to die. 


“Elijah” went to Atlanta, served 
seven years, was released, and 
promptly dropped from sight. 

Before he was marched off with 
Federal officers from the $2,000,- 
000 temple, he delivered a sermon 
of 10 hours duration. 

Sandford’s wife would have in- 
herited $700,000 had she failed to 
join his move in founding the

After “Elijah” was sentenced, 
less was heard from his organiza- 
tion. But in 1938 a star Dart- 
mouth College football player, 
Harrington K. “Heavenly” Gates, 
suddenly left college to join the 
sect, renewing interest in the cult. 


Today, omly a handful of persons 
live in the echoing, freezing cor- 
ridors of the one-time $2,000,000 
temple. Curtains hang in some 
windows, but glass in most panes 
is shattered. On either side of the 
central building, huge gates of 
wrought iron sag ‘badly, their 
angels and trumpets scaled with 
rust, 

In the cult’s flourishing days, 
Sandford’s most famous assistant 
was “The Second Witness,” a man 
known in private life as Charles 
Holland. During Sandford’s trial 
for manslaughter, Holland was in- 
troduced as “Moses.” 


Sandford claimed to have raised 
from the dead at least one person. 
But toward his wane, he would 
brook no criticism of his leader- 
ship and many of his followers 
drifted away, 

Whenever the eult needed 
money, which was often, Sand-

ford went forth to visit the homes 
of wealthy persons in Boston, 
Portland, Newport, or other large 
cities of New England. He would 
return with cash, sometimes with 
converts. 


“Had he gone into business,” a 
contemporary once said, “he would 
have been one of the greatest 
salesmen in American history.” 

But last month, revolver shots 
shattered the silence of the prayer 
tower on the windy hilltop, and 
two men pitched forward dead in 
the freezing cold. A married war 
veteran, whose family said he 
had gone alone to the rambling 
temple with an offer to buy it 
for housing purposes, had shot it 
out to the end with a member of 
the sect. 


Cult members claimed the 
veteran had sought “protection” 
money. They testified that after 
the ex-soldier had killed one of 
them with three bullets, another 
“Ghoster” had finished off the 
veteran, already mortally wound- 
ed, with several more shots. Two 
other cult members were wounded, 

Then, with befuddled police and 
reporters moving down the wind- 
ing wagon road again to civiliza- 
tion, the Ghosters got busy. 

With branches of fir they beat 
the rusted angels and trumpets. 
They flailed the wrought iron 
sign “Truth” over the temple 
gates. They thrashed the corridors 
and the walls, the broken window 
panes and the splintered steps, 
the crumbling foundations and 
all that in them lay. 


Tobacco-using investigators and 
newspapermen with worldly pos- 
sessions (albeit few) had profaned 
the temple of the Holy Ghost and 
Us Society.

One 
migat assume from @ comparison 
of these facts that nothing new 
had been written for the lyric 
stage since the outbreak of World 
War I. One might, that is, if he 
had been ag “ig elapsed 
n another planet. 

—% is true, of course, that the 
Metropolitan does offer an 0c 
casional novelty, unusually in the 
form of a revival, in New _YOFk. 
In general, however, the Rigo- 
letto,” “Carmen,” “Tannhauser 
routine is a fair sampling of its 
repertory and a symbol of its 
management's attitude toward the 
institution and toward its public. 
Opera is not treated as a living 
art, but as a collection of museum 
pieces held in trust for a limited 
public with a taste for antiques. 

If this is true, it can only mean 
that the American people find 
opera uncongenial. Perhaps they 
do, but such a conclusion cannot 
be regarded as proved unti] the 
generality of Americans have been 
given access to an opera which is 
conducted in the same spirit as 
the modern theater. How to bring 
this about is a problem that no 
one—no artistic group, no educa- 
tional institution, no civic body— 
beems willing to tackle. 
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THE ECONOMIC difficulties 
involved in mounting opera on the 
traditionally grand scale are 
enough to scare off the most con- 
vinced opera enthusiasts. It 
could be done on a smaller scale. 
A repertory company, manned by 
youfg singers with the occasional 
services of a guest star, with the 
emphasis placed on ensemble is a 
distinct possibility. Under these 
conditions, prices could be low 
enough to attract a wider public 
and the effect of smart, imagin- 
ative staging should more than 
compensate. for the absence of 
glamorous reputations. 

A few tries have been made in 
this direction but never with a 
sustained determination to see it 
through, and rarely with any 
originality of stage craft.

THE PICTURE WILL PLAY St. Louis some time this spring, 
according to information, and it will, without a question of a 
doubt, be an extra-special item to watch for. The story, the 
dialogue, and the characters, from a reading of the script, have 
the authentic Hecht touch and stamp. It would be unfair to 
divulge further details of the story. To start quoting from the 
dialogue again would mean, in order to do a just job, that one 
would have to use much more space than this column has. But 
one may perhaps be pardoned for teasing the imagination with 
descriptions of the characters. There’s Andre Sanine, the dancer 
and the enemy: “His hallucinations took the form of music.” 
There’s the ballerina whom he loves: “She has been to the ball. 
She is tired. She is in love—with love. She falls asleep, with a 
rose in her hand. And she dreams that the rose is her lover. 
The rose comes to life and makes love to her beautifully, ex- 
quisitely . . .” There's Mr. Polikoff, the impressario: “Born 
far away, full of ego and insolvency.” There’s the poet, poor, 
unappreciated, but with “an air of arrogance—the arrogance of 
genius smothering under its’ bushel.” There are many others. 
They are all interesting, and more than interesting. If the movie, 
to star Judith Anderson, Michael Chekhov, Ivan Kirov, Viola 
Essen, and Lionel Stander, comes out as well as it reads, it will 
be, to say the least, an explosion of screen poetry as devastating, 
in its way, to conventional concepts of movies as the atomic 
bomb was to warfare.

The Bishops Give Absolution 


UNERAL of John Cardinal Glennon. The immediate 
F ceremony, photographed from a window high in 

the south dome of St. Louis Cathedral, is the pro- 
nouncemeént of the absolutions by five bishops at 
conclusion of the service. 

Among those participating in the rite is Arch- 
bishop Amleto Giovanni Cicognani, Apostolic Delegate 
to the United States and celebrant of the earlier pon- 
tifical requiem high mass. He stands in center of 
chancel gate, several foet in front of casket. 

In right foreground of sanctuary, wearing ermine 


capes, are three newly-named American Cardinals 
who, with Cardinal Glennon, received their red hats 
from Pope Pius XII last month in Rome. They are 
Francis Cardinal Spellman of New York, Edward 
Cardinal Mooney -of Detroit, Samuel Cardinal Stritch 
of Chicago. At sides of the high altar are bishops 
and archbishops; behind altar is white-robed choir. 

Two front central pews of nave are occupied by 
lay pallbearers. Just behind them are distinguished 
laymen and monsignori. Members of clergy in black 
cassocks and white surplices occupy most of remain- 


ing seats in nave. Three news photographers work in 
front of center aisle. In the transepts are nuns. Spec- 
tators can be seen in several parts of the balcony. 
_ Mosaic archway in right foreground leads to All 
Souls’ Chapel, under which is the crypt in which 
Cardinal Glennon’s body was laid to rest. 

Funeral was held one week after Cardinal Glen- 
non’s death March 9Q in his native Ireland, five weeks 
after his departure for the Papal Consistory. Thou- 
sands paid homage to the 83-year-old prelate who 
served more than 42 years as Archbishop of St. Louis.

Micrometers, dial in- 
dicators and gauges are competently 
overhauled by advanced apprentices. 
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tudents have a band, cultivate summer gardens, are active in sports. 
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Boys getting fools for day’s work from crib in 

school shop. It takes them only 25 per cent 

more time, on the average, to do a piece of 
work than it does a skilled plant worker. 


OYS are developed into skilled automo- 

bile craftsmen in an intensive training 

period covering high school years at the 
Henry Ford Trade School, an independent, pri- 
vate institution in the Ford Rouge plant at 
Dearborn, Michigan. 

Students are from 12 to 19 years old, al- 
though there is no age limit on war veterans 
whose schooling was.interrupted. . They alter- 
nate one week of academic courses in the 
classroom with two of productive work in the 
school shop. Under a scholarship plan, be- 
ginners are paid 20 cents an hour, advancing 
to 90 cents near end of their training, and each 
gets $2 a month for deposit in a bank. Their 
shop work brings the school some $1,000,000 
a year. 

The school was started in 1916 with enroll- 
ment of six boys, now has 1400 students. 
About 95 per cent of the graduates go to work 
for Ford Motor Company, although they may 
seek fobs wherever they wish.
